destruction, sowing and reaping, not destroying and 
ruining.. 


elslam is Allah ’s message to the worlds, because it is the 
religion of nature, and the religion that Allah has chosen 
for His servants, and He does not accept any other 
religion, because it abrogates the religions that came 
before it and dominates them. Allah chose it over all 
other religions as the final message to humanity, and He 
chose the Messenger of Allah - may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace - with it and sealed the prophethood 
and message with it. This is indicated by His - the Most 
High - saying:

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man from this nation, neither Jew nor Christian, hears 
of me and does not believe in me, except that he will be 
among the people of Hellfire))[*]. 


Our aim in this study is to clarify the truth of our religion, 
the miracle of our Qur’an, and the greatness of our final 
Sharia in which humanity succeeds in religion and in this 
world, and to call the People of the Book and others who 
are searching for the true religion and the true Allah 
from among the children of Adam and his descendants 
of every race and color, in all countries and regions, who 
have remained on the sound nature that has not been 
polluted by the impurities of false civilization and its 
fleeting ambitions. These are the hope of humanity 
today for a safe and sAlma’ida life based on justice, 
freedom, dignity, and the worship of one Allah , the 
One.. 


Islam is a message to these servants, the owners of 
enAlnuwrened hearts and sound nature, who seek 
peace of mind and purity through the revelation of

we want to spread sedition and hatred, or impose our 
religion on others of Allah ’s creation by force, 
absolutely not..

For all this, it becomes clear to the wise and those with 
sound nature that Islam is Allah ’s message to the 
worlds, because it calls humanity to emerge from the 
humiliation of slavery to the created and the tyrant, 
whoever he may be, to worship and unify Allah , the 
One, the Almighty, and this is a truth about which there 
is no doubt.. 


No prophet or messenger was sent to tell people: 
Worship me instead of Allah . This is impossible for 
rational people and people of understanding. Rather, 
their call was to worship and unify the true Allah , the 
Creator of the earth and the heavens, the Splitter of the 
seed and the date stone, who gives life and causes 
death, honors and humiliates whomever He wills. There 
is no one who can reverse His judgment, no partner in 
His rule, and no Allah other than Him.. 


For this reason, He inspired the Final Prophet - may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace - to say to His 
servants::

The bottom line is that none of Allah ’s prophets and 
messengers ever said: Worship me instead of Allah 
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Almighty. How could He command them to abandon the 
worship of Allah the Creator - Glory be to Him - in order 
to worship and glorify Him, when He is a human being 
like them, who does not possess any benefit or harm for 
them or for himself, nor life, death, or resurrection?! 


It is no wonder that humanity in its ignorance accused 
all of Allah ’s prophets and messengers - peace be upon 
them - of magic, lying, and perhaps madness! Allah 
Almighty said about the people of Noah - peace be upon 
him:-:

And when the final Prophet - may Allah bless him and grant 
him peace - called them to worship Allah , the All-Hearing, the 
All-Seeing - Glory be to Him - and to abandon the deaf Allah s 
and idols they worshipped, they accused him just as the worst 
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of creation accused his brothers among the prophets, except 
for those whom Allah - the Most High - guided..

The Qur’an mentioned that this happened with all of Allah ’s 
prophets and messengers - peace be upon them - so humans 
are humans in every time and place, and they do not believe 
except after denial, doubt, rejection and rejection, except for 
a few.

Islam is not limited to a specific sect: 
We alert every zealous person for Islam that it is not 
monopolized by a specific group of people to speak in its 
name, but rather it is Allah ’s message to the worlds for faith, 
contemplation, and reflection, and to drink from its two 
eternal and pure sources, until Allah inherits the earth and 
those on it, and by them I mean the Qur’an and Alshamsnah, 
for in them is the happiness of all humanity, and its 
righteousness and success in religion and in this world.As He - 
the Almighty - said:-:

Hence, we say: Everyone has the right to speak about it and 
call to the religion of Allah - the Most High - by any means 
possible and capable of, provided that this is within the 
framework of the teachings of the Book and Alshamsnah, 
without excess or deficiency, and there is no superiority of an 
Arab over a non-Arab in this except through piety and 
righteous deeds.. 


In our discussion of the fact that Islam is the true religion 
whose teachings preceded human thought in respecting 
human rights and purifying the human soul, our intention is 
not to challenge, absolutely not... Why? 
Because Islam is higher than this. Rather, we want from the 
clarification of the teachings of Islam to correct common 
mistakes, unjust and oppressive situations, and dispel the 
clouds that have afflicted the human mind due to its disregard 
for the revelation from heaven; so that this message may be a 
way of life for humanity within the realm of the religion that 
Allah has chosen for His servants, and made it the final 
message, and made the Messenger - may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace - a messenger to all people, as the Truth - 
Blessed and Exalted be He - said:-: a f

We want those who are zealous for religion to convey to all 
people that Islam is a universal call, in which there is a 
solution to all of humanity’s problems, and a dispelling of its 
sorrows and worries, and to always remind them that all the 
miracles of the prophets have disappeared and been 
forgotten, and those who saw them and lived their events 
with their own eyes have died, but the miracle of Islam is a 
miraculous Quran that will remain until the Day of Judgment, 
and is preserved by the preservation of Allah - the Most High - 
for it, and it is present and recited by those who believe in it 
in their prayers and worship, and everyone who wants to 
belong to it can touch it, read it and study it; to see what 
miracles and legislation it contains that dispels with its Alnuwr 
the darkness of the human soul and reveals its afflictions, and 
treats its faults and negatives, for it is the word of Allah, Lord 
of the Worlds, the true Lord and the true Allah , and whoever 
acts upon it and believes in what is in it, they are the hope of 
humanity for progress and advancement to high horizons of 
spiritual and human sublimity.. 


Advice from the heart for the protectors of religion: 

Whoever carries the concern of this religion and wants to 
reformulate people’s understanding of freedoms and human 
rights based on our pure Sharia, which commands justice, 
kindness, love, and tolerance among all people, should know 
that the first generation of our righteous predecessors ruled 
the world because they were the most just of people, the 
most sincere in working for Allah , the most knowledgeable 
about His religion, the most loving of the Messenger of Allah ,

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courageous, dignified, united, and supportive of the religion 
of Allah , the Most High, among their descendants.. 


This is the core of the issue; to be sincere in intention, and 
with good manners, humility and kindness in calling to Islam 
and the connection between the Islamic peoples, individuals 
and groups, in the face of the plots of the enemies of the 
religion and its fools. If this happens, the nations and peoples 
will respect us and respect our Sharia and our religion, and 
people will enter the religion of Allah in droves, Allah willing, 
and He is the Guardian of that and is able to do it.. 


We remind the protectors of Islam not to be excessive or 
negligent, and that this religion is solid, so do not rush and fall 
before you begin, harming yourself and your religion, and do 
not be slow and rely on Allah - the Most High - to the point 
that the enemies of the religion precede you in preaching and 
misleading Allah ’s creation, and do not be strict and 
overzealous, corrupting where you want to reform, and let 
them remember the saying of the Prophet - may Allah bless

We remind them once again that the era of theoretical 
affiliation to Islam, which caused Muslims to lose the means 
of empowerment on earth for a time, has passed, and the 
promise of Allah - the Almighty - will inevitably come, and He

and the era of conveying the final message began practically 
with all possible and legitimate means and methods. 


Come, O loyal protectors of Islam, let us begin with conscious, 
rapid steps. Our entrance is not with money spent, or words 
and sermons that charge spirits and shed tears, and then 
nothing tangible in the real world and the world of people. 
We do not deny the importance of that in reforming souls and 
preparing them to carry the trust of religion and the call 
without tiring or getting bored, but this alone is not enough. 
We must seek useful and legitimate means to connect religion 
to the world of people in our time, according to their 
understanding, knowledge, and awareness of the concept of a 
dignified life and human rights, which they see as not 
permissible to be neglected.. 


Let us begin, O protectors of Islam, by establishing the 
mechanisms of these means, organizing them, and enriching 
them with the teachings of our religion and Sharia, which is a 
matter of great importance; so that we may enter their 
hearts, respect their minds, and be helped by the miraculous 
Qur’an and Alshamsnah of the Prophet - may Allah bless him 
and grant him peace - which is a revelation from Allah - may 
He be glorified - and together they are the healing balm for all 
that humanity suffers from in terms of decline in their religion 
and their worldly life, due to the spread of disbelief and 
atheism, in addition to violence, hatred, and malice due to the 
fanaticism of ignorance and racism, and so on, which has torn 
it apart in every way; so that with the Alnuwr of the Sharia 
and the final message, its tolerance, and its human and 
spiritual richness, the absolute ignorance of it by those who 
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do not realize its greatness may be revealed, and the true 
essence of the religion may be revealed as a heavenly religion 
from the All-Knowing, All-Wise, to which falsehood cannot 
come from before it or from behind it.. 


We realize that our call to Allah ’s creation - may He be 
glorified and exalted - is not easy, because the counter-call, 
missionary or misleading, to the peoples from their leaders, 
masters, thinkers and religious men....etc. - made them live in 
ignorance of the true Allah , who is unique in His Oneness, 
and they see in Islam and its teachings nothing but terrorism 
and a love of shedding blood, whether this unjust view is due 
to some fools who are considered to be Muslims, or due to 
hatred and loathing for ignorance of the greatness and 
sublimity of the final message, or something else. 


I am confident that it is not too late yet, and there is no 
despair of the success of the efforts we are making, even if 
the harvest of their fruits is delayed, as long as we adhere to 
the approach of the predecessors and their wisdom and the 
paths of faith that lead us to the noble and sublime goals that 
we seek, if we organize ourselves, study our mechanisms, and 
unify our goals; so that the religion spreads and the banner of 
Islam is raised high, as our righteous predecessors did - Allah 
willing - in the lands of the worlds.. 


This, and we have divided this study into five sections, we 
have tried as much as possible to make it brief and concise, 
and each section is an issue in itself that humanity is 
interested in understanding the word of Islam in it, and it 
needs the protectors of Islam to increase its materials and 
enrich its articles and benefits with documented historical and 
scientific evidence, and other things that I did not mention; to 
avoid prolongation on the one hand, and to leave this credit 
to others on the other hand, contenting myself with focusing 
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on the legal evidence from the Qur’an and alshamsnah and 
the sayings of our trustworthy scholars from the people of 
Alshamsnah and the community.. 


These are the investigations.For fourlt is as follows:: 

The first topic:Ilslam and the honor of the human race. 

The second topic:Islam and Basic Human Rights. 

The third topic:Islam and the ideal faith society. 

The fourth topic: :Islam and the spiritual elevation of man. 
And then, there is no doubt that humanity today is in dire 
need of the true religion; to awaken from its slumber and take 
its hand to the position for which Allah made man His 
vicegerent, and to fulfill the trust that is the reason for 
honoring him and subjugating everything in the universe for 
his sake. It is a heavy trust that requires high spirits, men who 
have unwavering determination, and faith and certainty in 
Allah - the Most High - that is not tainted by hesitation, 
weakness, or slackness. Is there anyone among the people of 
Islam and believers in it as a true religion who is ready to carry 
the banner of this global call that we are honored to belong to 
and be called by its name, and which provides humanity with 
the healing balm in building character, society, and the 
nation? 


The first topic 
Islam and the Honor of Humanity 
We mentioned beforeThe religion of Islam is the final religion 
that superseded all other religions. It is the religion that 
Muhammad, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
brought, and it is the true religion. Anything other than that is 
not a religion, even if its followers adopted it as a religion. 
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Whoever seeksRighteousness and success in non-Islamic 
religions, such as Jews and Christians.People of any religion or 
thought are deviating from the truth and the proper and 
dignified life.. 
First of all, we say: 
The human soul in Islam - in general - is honored and glorified, 
and by the human soul I mean allHumans Without exception 
due to color, gender or religion; Allah Almighty said in His

Hence, it becomes clear to the wise and enAlnuwrened- 
hearted that Islam, in its honoring of the human race, seeks to 
clarify the places of greatness in it, from the apparent and 
hidden blessings that Allah Almighty has bestowed upon it, 
more than the rest of His creation, and that it - that is, Islam - 
has honored the entire human race with its just law.The 
tolerant one who abrogated all laws, and Allah sealed the 
message and prophecy with the Prophet of Islam - may Allah 
bless him and grant him peace.. 

In the following lines, we will see the greatness of the religion 
of Islam, which honored man with an honor that elevates the 
human race to high horizons of sublimity and elevation; 
because it is a revelation from heaven, far from the covenants 
of humans that use double standards, and in which there are 
flaws that are known to everyone, near and far.There is a 
deep gap between these covenants and the reality of people 
today, in addition to the fact that they contradict many of the 
accepted customs and ethics. In general, they contradict our 
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Sharia in many of its provisions and commitments that do not 
take into account religion or conscience.. 


We say with all strength and certainty, and it is the truth 
about which there is no doubt, and after the truth there is 
nothing but misguidance.: 

The law of the Final Prophet - may Allah bless him and grant 
him peace - contains all perfection and majesty for whoever 
wants to combine the two worlds. And Allah is the source of 
help.. 


Honoring the human race by carrying the trust and succession: 
One of the greatest manifestations of honoring the human 
race is Allah Almighty’s creation of man with His own hands 
in the person of our master Adam, the father of mankind, 
peace be upon him, and His breathing into him of His spirit. 
He is His creation and form. He created him from dust, then 
said to him, “Be,” and he was, so that he would be His 
successor in this vast universe that He created for His worship 
and unification. The evidence for that is in the Qur’an, which 
is the written Book of Allah .:

No less great and honorable for man is Allah ’s choice of him 
to carry the trust of this vast, sprawling universe. It is the 
visible book of Allah , including the Alnajms, meteors, celestial 
bodies, planets, and heavens, which are the creation of Allah , 
the one true Allah .. 
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No creature, whoever he may be, can say that he is its Creator 
and Owner or that he is a partner with Allah - the Most High - 
in making and forming it. No one says that or calls for it 
except the worst of creation and the supporters of Satan. The 
Muslim who is connected to the Qur’an realizes that with his 
nature and faith, and others realize it with their mind and 
knowledge..

(I did not make them witness to the creation of the heavens 
and the earth, nor to the creation of themselves, nor would | 
have taken the misguiders as assistants.) 


This entire common universe is at his service and comfort, 
because he was pleased to bear the trust that the heavens 
and the earth refused and were afraid of, and man bore it 
despite his weakness and injustice.. 


Allah Almighty shows us this in His saying::

(Indeed, We offered the Trust to the heavens and the earth 
and the mountains, and they declined to bear it and feared it;

All that we have mentioned above is conclusive evidence of 
Allah Almighty’s honoring of man and the human race in 
general. It is inconceivable that He would give him a trust that 
stronger and more compassionate creatures would refuse to 
bear, and then restrict him — Allah forbid — in thinking, 
freedom, creativity, and contemplation, which would help 
him bear this heavy trust in spreading true monotheism and 
pure worship free from the impurities of polytheism towards 
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the Creator, spreading love and peace among creatures, and 
laying the foundations of moral, social, and political reform 
within the framework of our Sharia, which is for all people in 
the worlds.. 


We must not forget to point out that honoring the human 
being in Islam is a general and comprehensive honor, for 
Muslims and non-Muslims. This is clear and evident in what 
we mentioned above, and in many verses of the Holy Qur’an, 
as well as in Alshamsnah of the Noble Messenger - may Allah 
bless him and grant him peace - and we will see in all the 
topics of this study that...Islam honored man and elevated 
him in mind, spirit and body.Because his law is lenient, You do 
not know isolation and stagnation,In this study, we will suffice 
with explaining three means of honoring a person, and Allah 
is the source of help.. 

1-Honoring the human being in terms of health and body in 
Islam. 

2-Honoring the human being morally and ethically in Islam. 
3-Honoring the human being alive and dead in Islam. 


1-Honoring the human being in terms of health and body in 
Islam: 

A religion that cares about the health and safety of man, 
physically and mentally, and nourishes his mind, heart and 
soul with teachings that are extremely refined and sublime, 
and then rewards him for this work that only he benefits from 
- is a religion that deserves to be Allah ’s message to the 
worlds. The teachings and Sharia of Islam are the essence of 
the relationship between Allah the Creator and the created 
servant, and call him to balance between his spiritual and 
worldly commitment, so that one does not overwhelm the 
other for the sake of personal and psychological stability. True 
religiosity is in commitment to the application that is based on 
hearing and obedience; therefore, it is necessary to carry out 
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the duties that Allah has prescribed in order to ensure this 
desired human safety.. 


What we mention here about Islam’s honor and concern for 
human health and the body, which is the science and art of 
preventing disease, our intention is to prove with legal 
evidence that Islam has paid great attention to it, and above 
all, by making it an act of worship and devotion for which the 
servant is rewarded in his religion and his worldly life; due to 
its great concern for health through prevention before illness, 
and treatment after illness, and it warns against infection, and 
other things. What we mention here is just a drop in the 
ocean.. 


1-This includes urging people not to overindulge in food in 
order to preserve their health. Allah Almighty said: 

[Al-A'raf: 31].(.cah poral Cand Y 4G) | 98 5 YG 1 gd lg | gl): 
(And eat and drink, but be not excessive. Indeed, He does not 
like those who commit excess.) 


eAmong the hadiths is the saying of the Prophet - may Allah 
bless him and grant him peace:-:((A human being has not 
filled a vessel worse than his stomach. It is sufficient for the 
son of Adam to eat a few mouthfuls to sustain his back. If that 
is ineviAlma'‘ida, then one third for his food, one third for his 
drink, and one third for his breath. [*]. 

| said: Islam urges - in the evidence we mentioned earlier - 
that a person should be wary of extravagance in general, and 
that he should be moderate, neither excessive nor negligent, 
so that he does not destroy himself or harm his health.. 

2-It has been proven that the Prophet of Islam - may Allah 
bless him and grant him peace - recommended washing the 
hands before eating, and the wise and intelligent person will

evidence for that is the saying of Allah Almighty: -! P

loves those who purify themselves.) 


He also urged and rewarded the Muslim for it - as a 
commanded act of worship - for the validity of his worship. 
For example, it is a condition for the validity of prayer. A 
Muslim’s prayer is not valid unless he purifies himself from 
the minor impurity by ablution and the major impurity by 
ritual washing.. 


It is known that ablution and ritual washing clean the external 
organs of a person, and protect him from sweat, dust, and the 
like. This certainly protects against diseases, and the 
importance of what we have mentioned from the legal 
perspective is indicated by the words of Allah Almighty: -:

We reiterate our statement: We are not here to explain the 
health and medical benefits of what we mention here. Rather, 
we have given this credit to those who are worthy of it, those 
who have the ability to enrich this message with information 
and documented evidence medically, scientifically, 
historically, and otherwise, and possess its tools, and 
understand its depths and secrets; to add to its splendor and 
beauty, so that those who do not understand the legal 
evidence will be convinced by it, and respond to the call of 
nature, perhaps he will look at the message of Islam with a 
view of openness, benevolence, and reverence, and the one 
who guides to good is like the one who does it, and we will all 
be among those about whom our Prophet - may Allah bless

The savior of humanity, whose law has absorbed the 
realities of this life and the hereafter, and through it we refute 
the doubts raised by the enemies of Islam that it is a religion 
that despises and does not honor man, and we expose the 
great mistakes made by its people who are considered to be 
part of it, due to their ignorance of its purity and clarity, and 
Allah is the source of help.. 


2-Honoring the human being morally and ethically in Islam: 
Islam has honored man morally and ethically in many verses 
and authentic prophetic hadiths. What we mention here in

We said before: One of the greatest manifestations of honor 
for the human race is the creation of man by Allah Almighty 
with His own hands in the person of our master Adam, the 
father of mankind - peace be upon him - He created him from 
dust and then said to him, “Be,” and he was, and that was by 
the command of Allah - may He be glorified and exalted - and 
he owns it and it does not own him, and it is bound by His will 
however He wills, but his offspring He made their existence 
and creation for a worldly reason, which is the meeting of 
man and woman, and through procreation between them 
comes offspring..

Physical affliction in this world is a test for the servant, not to 
belittle him, but to raise his status through His mercy and love 
for him - the Almighty and Majestic - and if he is patient and 
steadfast and does not complain except to Him, He may cure 
him of his affliction in this world through His power and 
generosity, as the Almighty said about the Prophet of Allah 
Job - peace be upon him -:

One of the manifestations of honoring man in Islam morally is 
its call for him to adhere to good morals, which is the sum of 
all goodness. This was explained by the One who does not 
speak out of desire in a few words, which contain all 
goodness. He - may Allah bless him and grant him peace - 
said:-:((Righteousness is good character, and sin is that which 
troubles you in your soul and you would hate for others to 
know about it.. 


Among the ways in which Allah Almighty honors man morally 
is that He created all people with a sound nature and a

elslam is Allah ’s message to the worlds. Its law includes many 
commands and Altahrims to establish the principle of reward 
and punishment - we will explain it further in the next section 
- which is the principle without which the lives of peoples and 
nations cannot be right. It may be said that reward and 
punishment exist in every religion, law, and man-made law. 
We say: This is true, but in Islam, with its tolerance, sublimity, 
justice, and divine approach that Allah has preserved from 
change and distortion, there is the happiness and 
advancement of humanity, as will become clear to every fair- 
minded person in this study.. 


So the principle of reward and punishment in our Islamic 
religion was legislated to improve human morals, and if it was 
applied to every human being, the condition of all of 
humanity would be upright.. 

In this brief note, | mention the following aspects of moral 
honoring of man::

people, and the abandonment of harshness and severity, and 
the suppression of anger that leads to hatred and enmity.

fulfilling it, commanded the fulfillment of promises, and 
forbade breaking them without an excuse.Then Allah 
Almighty said:: j ;

(And those who are attentive to their trusts and their 
covenants.) 


The Prophet - may Allah bless him and grant him peace - 
said:((Four things, whoever has them, is a pure hypocrite, and 
whoever has one of them, has one characteristic of hypocrisy 
until he abandons it: if he is entrusted, he betrays; if he 
speaks, he lies; if he makes a promise, he breaks it; and if he 
quarrels, he acts immorally.[?]. 


elslam urges us to guard our tongues from backbiting, 
gossiping, false speech, lying, obscene speech, mocking good 
things, and other similar things that a person may say.And he 
will be held accounAlma’ida for it, as Allah Almighty said::

Messenger of Allah . Then he took hold of his tongue and said: 
“Restrain this.” | said: O Messenger of Allah, will we be held 
accounAlma’'ida for what we say?! He said:((May your mother 
lose you, O Muadh! Is there anything that throws people into 
the Fire on their faces - or he said: on their noses - except the 
harvest of their tongues?[27]. 

The result of what we have mentioned is that one of Allah 
Almighty’s blessings upon the human race is that He has given 
them good character and good creation, and He has 
prescribed for them a religion that speaks to conscious hearts 
that thirst for human dignity in its sublimity and refinement, 
because it is Allah ’s message to the worlds.. 


3-Honoring the human being alive and dead in Islam: 

The human soul in Islam has been honored and its owner, 
alive and dead, has been given a status that is not found in 
any other religion, whether heavenly or worldly. Here are 
some of the teachings and rulings of this religion that Allah 
has chosen for His servants, and made it the final and 
dominant religion over all other religions.. 


First: Manifestations of honoring a living person: 


tt Al-Albani authenticated its chain of transmission in At-Tarheeb 
wa At-Targhi b, No./2866 
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1-Allah honored the human soul by giving it the right to life 
and forbidding its destruction. Allah condemned in His Qur’an 
the burying of girls alive in the pre-Islamic era before the 
mission, which is burying them alive for fear of shame or 
poverty.. 


Allah Almighty said:

(And when one of them is given the news of a female, his face 
darkens, and he is filled with inward grief.*He hides from his 
people because of the evil of the news he has been given. 
Should he keep him with disgrace or bury him in the dust? 
Unquestionably, evil is what they decide.) 


Because life is a divine gift, Allah has forbidden in Islam the 
killing of a human soul, even if it is a fetus in the mother’s 
womb, without a legitimate reason that justifies that. He has 
forbidden Alnisa' to have an abortion after the soul has been 
breathed into it. It is not permissible to abort a fetus after the 
soul has been breathed into it, without disagreement among 
our scholars, because it is killing a soul without right. As for 
before that, there is disagreement about it, and we are not 
going to explain it in this place.. 


The basic rule regarding abortion is Altahrim and prevention. 
Islam considers the human soul to be sacred and makes it one 
of the five necessities or universals. Allah Almighty said:: 

[Al-An’am: 151].(.Gad YI Bil ASS coil) Gadi | ght ¥ 9) 
(And do not kill the soul which Allah has forbidden, except by 
right.) 


eThe Prophet, who was sent as a mercy to the worlds - may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace - set an example in 
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preserving human life and the sanctity of killing it unjustly. He 
did not carry out the punishment on the woman from Ghamid 
who came confessing to adultery and said, “O Messenger of 
Allah ...”:| have committed adultery, so purify me. He 
returned her, and the next day she said: O Messenger of Allah 
, Why do you return me? Perhaps you will return me as you 
returned Ma’iz, for by Allah | am pregnant! He said:((Either 
notThen go until you give birth. When she gave birth, she 
brought him the boy in a rag and said: | have given birth to 
this. He said:((“Go and nurse him until you wean him.” When 
she had weaned him, she brought him the boy with a piece of 
bread in his hand and said: “O Prophet of Allah , | have 
weaned him and he has eaten food.” So he gave the boy to a 
Muslim man, and he ordered that a grave be dug for him up 
to his chest, and he ordered the people to stone her. Then 
Khalid ibn al-Walid came with a stone and threw it at her 
head, and blood splattered on Khalid’s face, so he cursed her. 
The Prophet of Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, heard him cursing her, and he said: “Easy, Khalid, by 
the One in Whose Hand is my soul, she has repented in a way 
that if a tax collector had repented in the same way, he would 
have been forgiven.” Then he ordered that she be prayed over 
and she was buried. [77]. 


The Prophet - may Allah bless him and grant him peace - 
refused.- Carrying out the punishment on her until she gave 
birth, then breastfed him and weaned him, and after that he 
carried out the punishment on her and handed the boy over 
to a Muslim man. This is evidence of the sanctity of the soul in 
this religion that elevates and honors it. 


2-It is forbidden for a person to use the means of destroying 
and killing the soul in order to preserve it, without a

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legitimate justification that permits this, such as hunger 
strikes, suicide, or the like. We will detail this in the following 
discussions in this study. What we summarize here, we will 
expand on in another place, to avoid repetition. And Allah is 
the source of help.. 


3-He is forbidden from doing anything that disgraces his 
humanity, harms his health, and destroys him, such as 
smoking, taking drugs and alcohol, sodomy, adultery, and 
everything that goes against human nature and causes 
illnesses that affect his health and psychology and may lead to 
his death.. 
Allah Almighty said: 

[Al-Bagarah: (Ciel) Cox aa Ól lyin 9 äi it g Pei | ali 13) 

195]. 

(And do not throw yourselves with your own hands into 
destruction [by committing sin] and do good; indeed, Allah 
loves the doers of good.) 


The Prophet - may Allah bless him and grant him peace - 
said:-: ))No harm, no foul))[?‘]. 

4-He called for purifying the soul with what revives and 
elevates it, and he forbade following whims and obeying 
Satan, for he leads it astray and makes it miserable. Man has 
the choice to do good or evil in this world, because it is a 
house of work and affliction, and in the hereafter Allah 
Almighty will reward him with His justice and generosity as He 
wills.. 

Allah Almighty said:

Second: Manifestations of honoring a dead person: 

1-It is obligatory to wash and shroud him, pray over him, pray 
for mercy for him, and accompany him until his body is 
buried.. 

eThe evidence for ablution is the hadith of Ibn Abbas - may 
Allah be pleased with them both - on the authority of the 
Prophet - may Allah bless him and grant him peace -: “A man 
fell from his camel and died. He said: Wash him with water 
and lotus, and shroud him in his two garments, and do not 
cover his head, for Allah will raise him up on the Day of 
Resurrection reciting the Talbiyah.” [7°]. 


eThe evidence for praying over him and attending his funeral 
is the hadith of Thawban, who said: The Messenger of Allah , 
may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said: “Whoever 
prays over a funeral will receive one qirat, and whoever 
attends its burial will receive two qirats.” He said: The 
Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, was asked 
about the qirat, and he said: “The equivalent of Uhud.” [7°]. 


eThe evidence for the supplication is the hadith of Uthman 
bin Affan - may Allah be pleased with him - who said: When

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the Prophet - may Allah bless him and grant him peace - 
finished burying the dead, he would stand over him and 
say:((Ask forgiveness for your brother and ask for his 
steadfastness, for he is being questioned now.. 


2-He urged respecting the dead, and not despising or harming 
them by word or deed, regardless of their religion; due to the 
sanctity of the human soul in general, and its dignity before 
Allah Almighty, and He is the One who will hold it 
accounAlma’ida. If He wills, He will forgive it and admit it into 
His Paradise, and if He wills, He will punish it and admit it into 
His Hell. The evidence for that is as follows:: 

eEvidence of respecting the dead as a human being created by 
Allah Almighty: The hadith of Abd al-Rahman ibn Abi Laila, 
who said: Ibn Hanif and Qais ibn Saad were sitting in al- 
Qadisiyah, when a funeral procession passed by them. They 
stood up, and it was said to them: Is it from the people of the 
land? That is, from the People of the Covenant? They said: A 
funeral procession passed by the Messenger of Allah , may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, and he stood up, and it 
was Said to him: Is it the funeral of a Jew?! He said:((Isn't it a 
soul?))[?7]. 

ein a narration on the authority of Jabir bin Abdullah - may 
Allah be pleased with them both - he said:: 

We were with the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant 
him peace, when a funeral procession passed by us. He stood 
up for it, and when we went to carry it, we saw that it was the 
funeral of a Jew. We said: O Messenger of Allah, is it the 
funeral of a Jew? He said:((Death is frightening, so if you see a 
funeral, stand up.[7°].

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eEvidence of not despising him, harming him, stealing his 
organs, or digging up his grave, except for a legal necessity or 
something similar to this: the hadith of Aisha - may Allah be 
pleased with her - who said: The Messenger of Allah - may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace - said:Breaking a dead 
person's bone is like breaking it when he is alive. [2°]. 

3-Islam honored the human soul, and prohibited mutilating 
the body of its dead owner. The evidence for this is the hadith 
of Abdullah bin Yazid on the authority of the Prophet, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, who forbade looting 
and mutilation.. 


andWe would like to alert the honorable reader that what | 
have proven here with legal evidence about Islam’s honoring 
of the human race is all true and certain. We only wanted to 
remove the veil and uncover the ignorance of this great 
Sharia, which has afflicted many Muslims, so they have begun 
to boast about covenants and rights that do not respect 
religion or sanctity, appearing to be mercy, but inwardly 
tormenting, with what they contain of defects in application 
and content, and an insult to the soul that its Creator - may He 
be glorified - has honored with a final message, in which is its 
righteousness and success, in religion and in this world..

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The second topic 
Islam and Basic Human Rights 
In the first section, we talked about honoring the human race 
in general, and in this section we present the divine Islamic 
charter of human rights, far from the excesses of human 
thought and its misguidance, which has corrupted the life of 
humanity from where it wants to reform; due to its ignorance 
of human nature and the subtleties of the human soul that 
are known only to its Creator - Glory be to Him - who said in 
His miraculous book:: j 
[Al-Mulk: 14].( bíi dihi 9&5 GIS Gs ales Yj 
(Does He not know who created, while He is the Subtle, the 
Acquainted?) 


What we see happening in the free world of bloodshed, the 
violation of money and honor, and the destruction of crops 
and offspring - confirms the resounding collapse of all human 
rights charters and principles that were invented by human 
ingenuity to preserve his life and humanity. This clearly 
indicates and demonstrates that the final Sharia and its 
sublime teachings, which combine religion and the world - are 
the clear truth upon which the success and salvation of 
humanity today is based, and after the truth there is nothing 
but misguidance.. 

.We believe that every person has the right to a dignified life 
based on justice and peace, safe for himself, his money and 
his family, and not to be harmed by an act that restricts his 
freedom, as long as he does not violate the rights of others 
and is within the limits of Sharia and the law. This is indicated 
by the words of Allah Almighty:: f ; 
[Al-Kahf: 29], (” 888 eb ġagagi pui iad 2855 bye Gall Jag 

(And say, “The truth is from your Lord, so whoever wills - let 
him believe; and whoever wills - let him disbelieve.”) 
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but his right is in this world, which is a house of testing and 
work, not a house of reward and recompense. But on the Day 
of Resurrection, the Day of Reckoning for deeds and words, 
the scale of divine justice will be established and every 
servant will be held accounAlma’ida for his deeds. Whoever 
transgressed and was arrogant and spread corruption on land 
and sea, He will hold him accounAlma’‘ida for his crime and 
injustice, and He will not withhold his right from him, but 
rather according to what his hands have put forth. And 
whoever is upright and adheres to the rights and duties 
required of him by the Sharia, with sincerity of intention for 
Allah Almighty in his deeds or words, then he will have an 
everlasting reward and bliss, and the rest of the 
aforementioned verse indicates that.

Human rights in the world of people do not have a specific 
definition, but their meaning for rational people is: the rights 
and freedoms that every person deserves simply because he is 
a human being. The concept of human rights is based on the 
sanctity of human life, its honor, and the inviolability of it, so 
that a person can exercise his role in society.. 


Universal Declaration of Human Rights: 
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It is the statement of human rights that was adopted 
unanimously by the United Nations on December 10, 1984. 
The declaration defines the basic rights of every person in the 
world, and this declaration is the international standard for 
human rights.. 
The Universal Declaration of Human Rights and its preamble 
came after two world wars that exhausted humanity. Its 
articles contain thirty articles; they are the thought, essence 
and experiences of the human mind for the freedom and 
dignity of man, whatever his affiliation, belief, gender and 
colour. It is an absolute freedom that leads to negative results 
that harm nations and destroy the morals of peoples, unless it 
is limited, otherwise chaos, corruption and perversion will 
spread. This is what the Lord of the Worlds warned us against 
in the Qur’an, as the Almighty said:: f / 
[Roum: 41].( (aU) ai) Gaus Lay Aull Sal à iadi 54) 
(Corruption has appeared on land and sea because of what 
the hands of people have earned.) 


We will see that Islam preceded this declaration and rose 
above and elevated man to a nobler and higher level; to attain 
his freedom and dignity alive and dead, and to preserve the 
values, security and beliefs of societies, far from the excesses 
of human thought that is enveloped by passion that turns 
away from the truth, and base ambitions, aggressive 
tendencies, and deviant intellectual doctrines, which Satan 
breathed and ignited its fuel in the hearts of some of those 
who are called thinkers and geniuses of humanity, so the 
conditions of societies regressed to a sick intellectual decline, 
even in countries considered to be Islamic.. 


The feeling of power and the desire to control overwhelmed 
the ideals known among people, and the dreams of peoples 
and their legitimate rights to a dignified human life were 
assassinated, due to the falsehood of false propaganda and 
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the falsehoods of those calling for sublimity and 
advancement, on the ruins of the teachings of heaven and the 
ideals, and they legislated for them unjust human laws and 
principles, either by excessive rights to the level that destroys 
the individual and the nation for the sake of vile goals, that do 
not respect religion or sanctity, so the powerful countries 
dealt with arrogance and double standards, to humiliate and 
exploit weak societies. 


We will demonstrate the greatness of Islam, with its sublime 
teachings that elevate and raise human life to lofty heights of 
sublimity, so that everyone, near and far, may realize that 
Islam is the message of Allah Almighty to the worlds.. 


A Look at the Universal Declaration of Human Rights: 

The preamble to the Universal Declaration of Human Rights 
came after the First and Second World Wars.: 

“We the peoples of the United Nations, determined to save 
succeeding generations from the scourge of war, which twice 
in our lifetime has brought untold sorrow to mankind, and to 
reaffirm faith in fundamental human rights...etc.” 


All thirty articles of the United Nations Charter, which was 
established in 1945, revolve around basic human rights and 
personal freedom; such as freedom of private property, 
freedom of thought and opinion, prevention of torture and 
assault, and non-discrimination between citizens on the basis 
of race, color, religion, or otherwise.. 


Article 1 states:: 
“All human beings are born free and equal in dignity and 
rights. They are endowed with reason and conscience and 
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should act towards one another in a spirit of brotherhood.” 
Islam preceded this article and others, and even made its view 
of human dignity, his right to life, his duties and his rights, 
with a more comprehensive content and lofty meanings that 
address the conscience, sound nature and sound dispositions. 
It set limits for disordered dispositions and corrupt instincts so 
that they may integrate with the people in the society to 
which they belong, and advance so that the owner of each 
soul may realize the pure truth free from whims and 
intellectual deviations, so that his soul may return to its 
Creator and Provider, lacking His mercy, generosity and 
justice. 


| repeat my words:In the Qur’an and alshamsnah there are 
commandments that surpass these materials in vitality, and 
they reveal the faults, weaknesses, and afflictions of the 
human soul, and they clearly show its owner the disease and 
the cure; so that his soul does not sway with every wind, and 
thus destroy and lead its owner astray.. 


The principle of reward and punishment in Islam: 

First of all, we say: 

Freedom in Islam is not absolute; that is, a person is free to do 
whatever he wants without being held accounAlma’ida or 
punished by anyone. Absolutely not, even in positive laws and 
international norms. The freedom of the individual does not 
mean violating the freedom of others, or deviating from the 
principles, laws, and values that regulate the relationship 
between the rights of the individual and the rights of society 
in one Albalad. This is one of the well-known axioms.. 


Islam has drawn attention to this fact. In a hadith narrated by 
Al-Nu’man bin Bashir, may Allah be pleased with them both, 
he said: The Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, said:"The parable of the one who transgresses the 
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limits of Allah and the one who transgresses them is like that 
of people who drew lots for a ship, so some of them were in 
the lower part and some were in the upper part. Those who 
were in the lower part were passing water over those who 
were in the upper part, and they were hurt by it. So he took 
an axe and began to tap the lower part of the ship. So they 
came to him and said: What is the matter with you? He said: 
You are hurt by me, and | need water. If they seize him by the 
hand, they will save him and save themselves, but if they 
leave him alone, they will destroy him and destroy 
themselves." [°°]. 


So Islam does not differ in its concept from that in principle; it 
addresses its subjects spiritually, and made the reckoning and 
reward on the Day of Judgment, and its teachings are based 
on the fear of the servant and the strength of his faith in Allah 
Almighty, as encouragement and intimidation, and he has 
absolute freedom to be upright or deviant, but it gave the 
sultan or his representative the right to correct his 
crookedness, according to the harm he caused to himself or 
others, according to the law that commands justice even with 
those who go beyond the limits of Allah , and he must bear 
the consequences of his actions and recklessness, Allah 
Almighty said:: a j 
[Alnisa': 58].(. Jih Iyi ¿Í util) ój aiaia 1215) 


Hence, it becomes clear to every fair-minded person that the 
relationship between the individual and society in Islam is a 
relationship based on sublime meanings and noble, lofty 
teachings. Within its framework, man lives honored, 
respected, and loved by people and the Lord of people, in 
addition to the reward of Allah Almighty and His promise to 
him of the promised paradise if he is sincere in his intention

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and work for Him - may He be glorified - and there is no 
difference in this between men and Alnisa’.

what we have stated leads us to an obvious truth, which is 
that Islam increases these freedoms with a vitality that is 
always renewed between intimidation and enticement, and 
establishes a principle that is not denied by rational people, 
and it is the one upon which the life of all humanity is 
straightened, religiously and in this worldly life, and without it 
we will not find any charter or document of rights and 
freedoms that has an echo or acceptance, and that the 
peoples of the world and their leaders adhere to in 
acknowledgement and action, no matter how perfect its 
formulation and provisions reach in human thought, which is 
“the principle of reward and punishment,” and Allah is the 
one sought for help, and upon Him we rely. 


Islamic Charter on Human Rights: 

In the Farewell Sermon, the Noble Messenger, may Allah 
bless him and grant him peace, explained the basic principles 
and values of any human rights document. If a person who 
thirsts for freedom, tranquility, and the support of truth at the 
same time wanted to, he would not find a better way of life 
than the Farewell Sermon, which was inspired by heaven on 
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the tongue of the truthful and infallible one, may Allah bless 
him and grant him peace. Allah Almighty said:: 

[Alnajm: 3, 4].(. Ast G3 Y) Á ÈI * 6 5G) ce Gab Ls) 
(He does not speak from his own desire.*It is only a revelation 
revealed.) 


This sermon differentiated between two eras: the era of 
injustice, force, ignorance and blatant disbelief, and the era of 
justice, security, knowledge and faith. We can say: to an era 
that draws for humanity a way of life with broad horizons, 
renewed vitality and permanent principles that do not change 
or alter in every age and Albalad.. 


The Farewell Sermon came in more than one hadith in the 
two Sahihs and others, and I will suffice here with the hadith 
narrated by Al-Bukhari, and this is its text: “On the authority 
of Ibn Abbas, may Allah be pleased with them both, that the 
Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, addressed the people on the Day of Sacrifice, and said: 
((O people, what day is this?)) They said: A sacred day. He 
said: ((What Albalad is this?)) They said: A sacred Albalad. He 
said: ((What month is this?)) They said: A sacred month. He 
said: ((Your blood, your wealth, and your honor are sacred to 
you, as sacred as this day of yours, in this Albalad of yours, in 
this month of yours)), so he repeated it several times, then he 
raised his head and said: ((O Allah , have | conveyed the 
message? O Allah , have | conveyed the message)), Ibn Abbas, 
may Allah be pleased with them both, said: By the One in 
Whose hand is my soul, it is his will to his nation: ((Let the 
witness convey to the absent, do not return after me as 
disbelievers, striking the necks of one another.))))[**]. 


"Narrated by Al-Bukhari, No. 1623 
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This is the first charter of human rights from someone who 
does not speak out of desire, more than fourteen hundred 
years ago, and he paid attention to it in his saying, may Allah 
bless him and grant him peace: ((Your blood, your wealth, and 
your honor are sacred to you, as sacred as this day of yours, in 
this Albalad of yours, in this month of yours.)). 


The articles of the Prophetic Document on Human Rights and 
Dignity, which the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant 
him peace, directed to all people, not just the community of 
believers, are divided into three generalities or necessities of 
the religion.[??]They are: preserving life, honor, and money. 
We will explain them briefly in the following lines.: 


The first necessity: 
Preserving life, the right to life and the sanctity of blood: 
No religion has protected human rights like Islam, and the 
most important of these rights is the right to life. Islam 
emphasized in the Qur’an and alshamsnah the sanctity of 
blood, as Allah Almighty said::

[Al-Ma’idah: 32].( ess Galil! Gai Lails 

(Whoever kills a soul unless for a soul or for corruption done 
in the land - it is as if he had killed mankind entirely. And 


"The well-known necessities of religion are five, which are: 
preserving religion, life, reason, offspring, and wealth. Some 
scholars have made preserving honor a substitute for offspring, 
and some of them have made them six, adding honor to what was 


mentioned above.. 
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whoever saves a life - it is as if he had saved mankind 
entirely.) 


eAlshamsnah has made it clear that killing a soul unjustly is 
one of the major sins. The Prophet, may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace, said: “Avoid the seven deadly sins: 
associating partners with Allah , magic, killing a soul that Allah 
has forbidden except by right, consuming usury, consuming 
the wealth of an orphan, turning away on the day of battle, 
and accusing chaste, believing Alnisa' who are unaware.” [*?]. 


From these legal evidences, the greatness of Islam becomes 
clear, which calls for the preservation of human life. 
Moreover, it forbids killing and taking a life without right, and 
it clarifies through the tolerance of its legislation the 
punishment of whoever kills by mistake and without intent. 
This is the divine justice and divine mercy with which Allah 
has distinguished the nation of monotheism.. 


We explain this in two matters:: 

The first order:Islam has forbidden all forms of suicide and 
killing, whether by throwing oneself into perdition, by hunger 
strike until death, or something similar. Allah Almighty says: 
[Alnisa': 29]. (a9 å$; GUS ail ó aSinill giii Y5 

(And do not kill yourselves. Indeed, Allah is to you ever 
Merciful) 


One of the greatness of Islamic law, and the greatest evidence 
of its care and preservation of human life and its right to life, 
is that it permits forbidden things when necessary and 
compelled. The evidence for that is the Almighty’s saying in 
the Holy Qur’an:: 


"See: Hadith No. 144 in Sahih al-Jami`.

The second order:What we mentioned earlier about someone 
who killed himself intentionally, as for someone who killed 
himself by mistake, or unintentionally due to negligence, 
Islam honored this believing soul and made it among the 
martyrs. The evidence for that is the saying of the Prophet, 
may Allah bless him and grant him peace: “There are five 
martyrs: the one who is stabbed, the one who dies of a 
stomach disease, the one who drowns, the one who is 
crushed by a falling wall, and the one who is martyred in the 
cause of Allah .”[?*]. 


ein another narration by Malik in Al-Muwatta’ from the 
hadith of Jabir bin Atik: “There are seven martyrs other than 
those killed in the way of Allah . He mentioned: the one who 
is stabbed, the one who dies of a stomach disease, the one 
who drowns, the one who is crushed by a collapsed building, 
the one who suffers from pleurisy or burning, and the woman 
who dies in childbirth is a martyr.” [7°].

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Reward and punishment are a condition for preserving the 
right to life.: 

After we have explained the human right to life, the sanctity 
of his blood, and the right to kill himself, we must realize that 
the recognition of the human right to life in our Sharia is not 
absolute, as we mentioned previously. The rush to adopt the 
Human Rights Document and call on Muslim peoples to 
accept it with its flaws, and to work with it and apply its 
provisions in constitutions and positive laws to please 
international organizations, under pressure from the 
countries controlling the weak peoples who do not rule by the 
Sharia of Allah Almighty without taking into account their 
negativity and awareness of their consequences that 
contradict our Sharia at the level of individuals and groups - 
will lead to creative chaos among people, even after a while.. 


Here we raise a question that may be raised by those who 
have freedom that is not limited by any limit, nor regulated by 
any religion or law.:Why do we attack the document, criticize 
and question the validity of its provisions and benefits to 
people? 


The answer is clear and obvious; because it leads to a very 
dangerous negative result, and to fighting the Shariah and 
casting doubt on it, and describing it as barbaric and brutal, 
especially with regard to the limits for the adulterer, the thief, 
the apostate, and other things; which spreads chaos in the 
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nation, and strife among the members of society, and 
destroys its security and safety, and the strength of its 
cohesion and solidarity against the enemies of religion, and 
the worst of creation from the people of evil prevail over the 
people of good. This is on the one hand, and on the other 
hand, the final message is the one that Allah the Most High 
has chosen for His servants, and it includes the Qur’an and 
Alshamsnah, and in them is the revelation from heaven, the 
speech of Allah the Most High, and in it is the truth, all the 
truth; because He is the Creator - may He be glorified - and all 
of mankind are His servants, and He knows best what is good 
for them in religion and in this world, and after the truth there 
is nothing but misguidance.. 


We say: Islam does not accept the shedding of blood, and 
forbids the killing of a human soul without right, but it 
permits killing it with right if its owner has deviated from the 
pure Sharia, and deserves retribution and punishment, and 
has become a danger to the nation and the lives of its 
individuals and peoples, and evidence of that is:: 

Allah Almighty said: ee

(And do not kill the soul which Allah has forbidden, except by 
right.) 


And Allah Almighty said: f PON

understanding, that you may become righteous.) 


| said:In addition to killing a person for retribution so that 
people and their individuals may live in security and safety, 
Islam permits killing them willingly; in the hope of reward, 
and in defense of the right, honor, or money, and it forbids 
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killing and killing them for any other reason. These are 
matters that no one denies and attacks except someone who 
is stubbornly ungrateful to human happiness and its natural 
right to freedom without falsehood or deception, and who 
lacks the faith-based and innate vision of the ideal society, 
which is based only on the principle of reward and 
punishment. There are many verses and hadiths in this regard, 
which we will explain in their context in this message. We 
begin and say, with the help and power of Allah : 
Islam permits killing oneself in some cases. | will mention two 
of them in this brief note.: 
1-Jihad for the sake of Allah Almighty in defense of the nation: 
It is no secret that defending the homeland or nation is 
defending religion, and this is something that is known and 
acknowledged in all religions, not just in our Sharia as 
Muslims.. 
Allah Almighty said:

And who is truer to his covenant than 
Allah? So rejoice in your transaction which you have 
contracted. And that is what is the great attainment.) 


In the authentic alshamsnah, the Prophet, may Allah bless 
him and grant him peace, said: “Allah has promised whoever 
goes out in His cause, and does not go out except out of faith 
in Me and belief in My messengers, that I will return him with 
what he has attained of reward or spoils, or | will admit him 
into Paradise. Were it not that | would make it difficult for my 
nation, | would not have stayed behind a raiding party. | 
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would love to be killed in the cause of Allah , then brought 
back to life, then killed, then brought back to life, then 
killed.”))[?°]Killing a soul for this noble purpose is 
commanded, and its owner has the promise of Allah 
Almighty, who never breaks His promise with His justice and 
grace.. 


2-In application of the legal limits for the good and safety of 
the nation: 

A strong nation is not deceived by what some enemies of 
religion and supporters of freedom promote, that the 
application of the limits in Islamic law is inhumane, brutal, 
barbaric, and a loss of human rights, and so on.. 


At a time when the values of the liberated societies that 
organize their lives within the framework of these rights 
devoid of deterrence and punishment are collapsing, 
obscenities and abominations have spread among them like 
wildfire, drowning them in an abyss that has no bottom, and 
they have become doomed and fallen to the desires of this 
fleeting world, which have robbed them of their humanity 
and their self-respect, except for those whom my Lord has 
mercy upon..

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| mention here the evidence of the permissibility of killing a 
human soul that deserves to be purified by society for the 
sake of the lives and integrity of its individuals.. 
Islam permits killing a married adulterer.: 
Why?! 
Because adultery is a heinous crime that Allah has forbidden, 
and He described it by saying:: 

[Isra: 32]( Shays pling itat ils ái uži lga 5a 55 Y5) 
(And do not come near to adultery. Indeed, it is ever an 
immorality and is evil as a way) 


Adultery brings together all the evil characteristics; therefore, 
deterrence was necessary. The Sharia orders flogging only for 
the unmarried person - that is, the unmarried virgin - whether 
a man or a woman. This is from the tolerance of the religion 
and its merciful view of man in his moments of weakness due 
to a desire that has overcome him and a devil who has 
tempted him.. 


Allah Almighty said:

As for the married person, stoning to death has been 
prescribed for him, so he is not excused due to his weakness 
and evils. The evidence for stoning is not found in the Qur’an, 
but it is found in Alshamsnah and is mutawatir. The evidence 
for that is the hadith of Ibn Abbas, may Allah be pleased with 
them both, who said: “Umar said: | feared that a long time 
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would pass among the people until someone would say: We 
do not find stoning in the Book of Allah , and they would go 
astray by abandoning an obligation that Allah revealed. 
Beware, stoning is a right upon the one who commits adultery 
and is married if evidence is established or there is pregnancy 
or a confession - Sufyan said: This is how | memorized it - 
beware, the Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace, stoned and we stoned after him.” End 
quote.[?7] 


Islam permits the killing of an apostate after his conversion to 
Islam.: 

The Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said: 
“The blood of a Muslim man is not permissible except in one 
of three cases: a man who commits adultery after being 
married, or apostatizes after becoming a Muslim, or kills a 
soul unjustly, in which case he is to be killed.” (([°8]. 

The Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said: 
“Whoever changes his religion, kill him.” (([°°]. 


Islam permits the killing of those who committed the act of 
the people of Lot, peace be upon him.: 
The people of Lot, peace be upon him, are those described by 
the Qur’an of the Lord of the Worlds, when Allah Almighty 
said::

proportionate to the heinousness and ugliness of their crime 
against humanity. 


Allah Almighty said:

The people of Lot are among the worst of creation, and 
whoever does what they did will be gathered with them, 
because a person will be with those he loves. The evidence for 
the destruction of these people’s souls is the hadith of Ibn 
Abbas, who said: The Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless 
him and grant him peace, said: “Whoever you find doing what 
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the people of Lot did, kill the one who does it and the one to 
whom it is done.”))[*°]. 


And the societies that defend absolute freedom without 
restriction or principle of reward and punishment, have 
legislated for themselves laws that regulate the relationship 
between them, and they are among the worst of Allah ’s 
creation, and this is their business, but Allah ’s message to the 
worlds draws the right path for its followers, and elevates the 
human soul and human relations to high horizons of 
advancement and self-respect.. 


And after: 

As we mentioned before, Islam and its Sharia support the 
human right to life, as long as it is within the framework of 
Sharia and respect for the rights of others. If someone 
deviates and violates it, he becomes a corrupt member that 
must be eradicated in order for the entire nation to be set 
straight and safe, so that it does not collapse into corruption 
and corruption.. 

This meaning was confirmed by the hadith of Al-Nu’man bin 
Bashir, may Allah be pleased with him, who said: The 
Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, said: “The example of the believers in their mutual 
love, mercy, and compassion is that of a body. When one part 
of it complains, the rest of the body responds to it with 
wakefulness and fever.”))[**]. 

The second necessity: preserving honor and defending dignity: 
Honor and dignity are only valued by those with chivalry and 
religion. The Arabs in their ignorance and polytheism before 
the mission held on to them. No sound nation can rise up 
seeking progress and elevation while their honor is

permissible, and their money and possessions are permissible 
for those who have no deterrent from religion, law, or 
conscience.. 


Because Islam is Allah ’s message to the worlds, and it 
contains guidance and Alnuwr for all of humanity, it has given 
a high status and divine honor to those who defend and 
sacrifice their noble lives in defense of honor, family, and 
wealth, and has made them martyrs. This is indicated by the 
words of the truthful and infallible one, may Allah bless him 
and grant him peace: “Whoever is killed defending his wealth 
is a martyr, whoever is killed defending his blood is a martyr, 
whoever is killed defending his religion is a martyr, and 
whoever is killed defending his family is a martyr.”))[*]. 


Whoever considers all of this permissible should be wary of 
Allah and His punishment, and not be deceived by absolute 
freedom, so that he destroys crops and offspring. Our Sharia is 
balanced in terms of intimidation and encouragement, 
combining reward and punishment, so that the affairs of the 
servants are set straight in their religion and their worldly 
affairs. The evidence for that is the Almighty’s saying::

(And those who harm believing men and believing women for

And on his authority, may Allah be pleased with him, he said: 
The Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, said: “Whoever has wronged his brother in his honor 
or anything else, let him seek his forgiveness today, before 
there will be neither dinar nor dirham. If he has any good 
deeds, they will be taken from him in proportion to his wrong, 
and if he has no good deeds, some of his companion’s bad 
deeds will be taken and loaded onto him.”))[**]. 


Hence, Islam was the best protector of this nation from moral 
collapse, despite the scientific backwardness and the 
stagnation of its people in understanding the greatness of 
their religion and their law that urges them to work and learn 
in our current era. However, the vast majority of them insist 
on commitment and religiosity, except for a few educated 
fools, whose efforts were lost in this worldly life; such as Abu 
Jahl, Al-Walid bin Al-Mughira, Umayya bin Khalaf, and others 
who remained in their disbelief and stubbornness, and their 
rejection and rejection, and they are from us, and they speak 
with our tongues from the preachers of sedition in every age 
and time.. 


Allah Almighty and His Messenger, may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace, warned us against these people. Allah 
Almighty said::

In the hadith of Hudhayfah ibn al-Yaman, the Prophet, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, said: “There are callers 
at the gates of Hell; whoever responds to them, they will 
throw him into it.” | said: O Messenger of Allah , describe 
them to us. He said: “Yes, they are people from our skin and 
they speak our language.” I said: O Messenger of Allah , what 
do you think if that happens to me? He said: “Stick to the 
community of Muslims and their leader.” | said: What if they 
do not have a community or an leader? He said: “Then isolate 
yourself from all of those groups, even if you have to bite on 
the root of a tree until death overtakes you while you are in 
that state.” (([*°]. 


The third necessity: preserving money and the right to 
ownership: 

Money in the language refers to everything that a person 
owns, whether it is liquid money, real estate, land, or other 
things..

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Preserving money is one of the five essentials of religion, and 
the right to own it in Islam is the ultimate in sublimity and 
refinement. It is a middle ground between excess and 
deficiency. It preserves and protects it, and prohibits its 
plundering and theft, and the assault on its owner’s right to 
own it. At the same time, it urges him to respect the rights of 
others and the society in which he lives and rewards him for 
that.. 


Islam differs from worldly systems and doctrines that do not 
take into account the right and justice of man in his money. 
For example, capitalism calls for the magnification of the 
importance of individual ownership, and gives the individual 
the right to ownership without limits, or the principle of 
reward and punishment, and gives him free rein to own 
whatever he wants, and to develop his money as he pleases 
without restrictions, as long as it is within the framework of 
the law, and without taking into account that his money has a 
right for others and for the society in which he lives. 
Communism abolishes and prohibits it; because no one has 
the right to own real estate, land, a factory, or anything 
similar to this from the means of production that the state 
monopolizes, and does not allow the individual the right to 
own any means of production; because it is the state that 
owns all the sources of production, and prevents the 
individual from owning, even if his money is lawful and there 
is no doubt about it.! 


Both systems have many disadvantages and corruptions, 
which are understood by those who have tasted their 
bitterness. Islam, with the greatness of its divine legislation, is 
a middle ground between excess and neglect, and it elevates 
the individual’s right to his money, while preserving the rights 
of others. Based on the principle of reward and punishment to 
which we have referred, private interests and the individual’s 
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right to ownership merge and cooperate with the public 
interest, in a harmonious and fruitful harmony, as will become 
clear in the following lines. We can summarize the matter in 
two matters:: 
The first: the right of human ownership and the sanctity of his 
money: 
We said: Islam permits a person to own money, and forbids 
aggression against it in any way that deprives a person of his 
legal right. Allah Almighty described this as falsehood, as He 
Almighty said::

(And do not consume one another's wealth unjustly or send it

In order to preserve a person’s right to his money, Allah 
Almighty, through the tongue of the Seal of Prophets, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, urged people to respect 
the right to money and to prohibit taking it unjustly. There is 
much evidence, of which | will mention the following as an 
example:: 


eHe forbade theft:

[Alma'ida: 38]( ass 
(As for the male thief, male or female, cut off their hands as a 
recompense for what they have earned, an exemplary 
punishment from Allah.

“The adulterer does not commit adultery while he is a 
believer, nor does the thief steal while he is a believer, nor 
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does the drinker of wine drink while he is a believer, and 
Altawba is offered after...”))[*°]. 


eBribery is forbidden: 
In the hadith of Abdullah bin Amr, he said: “The Messenger of 
Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him peace, cursed the 
one who gives a bribe and the one who takes a bribe.”" 
eCheating is forbidden: 
According to the hadith of the Prophet, may Allah bless him 
and grant him peace: “Whoever bears arms against us is not 
one of us, and whoever deceives us is not one of us.”))[*7]. 
eAnd usury is forbidden: 
Then Allah Almighty said::

Second: The right of Allah Almighty and His reward for the 
servant: 
Money is a blessing from Allah Almighty that He bestows 
upon whomever He wills. It is the duty of a person to fear 
Allah and give from his money what is rightfully his to the 
needy and the deprived. Allah Almighty said::

and at the same time, He forbade squandering money without 
benefit or advantage, as Allah Almighty said::

[Al-Isra: 26, 27]; and because Islam is Allah ’s(I. 194$ 
(And do not be wasteful*Indeed, the wasteful are brothers of 
the devils, and ever has Satan been to his Lord ungrateful.) 


message to the worlds, it commands in its law every owner of 
wealth to purify his wealth with charity and the obligatory 
zakat; because that brings about reform, and the spread of 
love, solidarity, and cooperation. It combines the right of the 
servant in his wealth with the right of the servants, and here 
is the evidence: 
elslamic law commands zakat, and zakat is one of the five 
pillars of Islam. It is linked to the establishment of prayer in 
most of the places mentioned in the Holy Qur’an. Allah 
Almighty says:

And on his authority also, he said: The Messenger of Allah, 
may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said: “Whoever 
gives in charity the equivalent of a date from good earnings — 
and Allah does not accept anything but what is good — Allah 
will accept it in His right hand and then will raise it for its 
owner as one of you raises his foal until it becomes like a 
mountain.” )(([^°]. 


So, after all this extensive statement, it becomes clear to 
every fair-minded and intelligent person that Islam clearly 
shows and establishes in this prophetic document the

falsehood of the false claims that it is a religion of terrorism 
and blood.. 


We say it clearly and plainly to every seeker of the truth of 
this religion.: 

Islam is a balanced religion, suiAlma’‘ida for all times and 
places. Its laws combine the principle of reward and 
punishment, intimidation and encouragement, neither of 
which overwhelms the other. It preserves the rights of the 
individual and the nation together, and obliges man to abide 
by the law that regulates his life by force of law if he obeys his 
desires and loses his way; so that he may be deterred and 
return to the truth that preserves his humanity and that of 
others at times, and at other times it addresses his conscience 
and sound nature, which if the Alnuwr of faith spreads in his 
heart, he will rise and advance, and become an active 
member of the human society that is based on justice, love 
and equality for him and for others of his kind from the rights 
inspired by heaven, which no one can take away from him, 
whoever he may be, and he is subject to what they are 
obligated to do, there is no difference between him and them 
because of color, gender or language, all are equal, but they 
differ in piety and good deeds.. 
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The third topic 
Islam and the ideal faith community 


First of all, we say: By the ideal society, we do not meana 
society free of defects, whose members combine all ideal 
values, and whose actions and behaviors are free of vices and 
sins, as imagined by philosophers, such as Plato and his likes, 
ancient and modern. This is a dream that haunts the minds of 
philosophers and dreamers, and it is a kind of pure 
imagination. Why? 

Because it is a society that does not exist in the world of 
people, and has no relation to reality, and this is certainly not 
what I mean in this study.. 


Rather, it is established that in the era of prophecy and while 
the Messenger of Islam was alive and well among the people 
in civil society, there were those who drank alcohol, 
committed adultery, and thieves...etc.. 

And other sins that some weak in faith have fallen into, and 
there were deterrent and deterrent limits, applying the 
principle of reward and punishment for those who deviate 
from them, and challenge their Lord with sins, so that the 
values of the entire society do not collapse, and it becomes a 
degenerate society with the behavior and deviation of some 
of its individuals from the sound nature, and the crops and 
offspring are corrupted, as we see in our present age in many 
Western societies or those considered to be Islamic, which 
have been destroyed by decadence, addiction to lusts, and the 
satisfaction of instincts, without restriction or condition, until 
many of the morals of the people have become corrupted and 
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have degenerated - except for those whom my Lord has mercy 
on - to the animalistic and bestial level.. 


In short, by the ideal faith community we mean the 
community based on the teachings and revelation of heaven, 
from the Book and the pure alshamsnah, which combines 
religion and the world, and urges its members to worship and 
fear Allah Almighty, to cooperate and support one another, 
to be merciful and just, to be tolerant and treat everyone 
equally. Allah Almighty said::

(Allah commands justice and doing good.) 


At the same time, a society that responds to the call of human 
nature and nature with sublime and refined teachings, 
without excess or deficiency, as we will see in the following 
lines, and all of that in fruitful harmony, and the application of 
the two divine revelations, without hateful exaggeration, nor 
reprehensible fanaticism.. 


In the history of Islam there is a pioneering experience; ideal 
societies were found, based on the method of Allah Almighty, 
in the three centuries that are known for their goodness, and 
the testimony of the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant 
him peace, and his recommendation of them is sufficient, and 
he is the one who does not speak from his own desires.:

(He does not speak from his own desire.*It is only a revelation 
revealed.) 


He said:((The best people are my generation, then those who 
come after them, then those who come after them))[°°]JThese

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three centuries are for generations that were an example of 
good example and true and sincere faith. | mean by them the 
generation of the Prophet’s companions, may Allah be 
pleased with them all, the generation of their disciples who 
followed them, and the generation of the followers of the 
followers. They are the unique and successful model that laid 
the first brick for all Islamic societies that are taking their first 
steps towards realistic idealism on a divine approach.. 


The ideal society is that era of human history in these three 
centuries, as a model of realistic idealism that combines 
religion and the world; belief and worship, morals and law.. 
Components and pillars of the ideal faith-based society: 

The true ideal society has features that are not hidden from 
the one with faith-based insight, and it has components and 
pillars for its success from the spirit of the divine law and its 
tolerant teachings, from the texts of the two revelations, and 
not from the inspiration of Satan and whims that repel man 
and distance him from the truth. This is clear and evident due 
to his complete ignorance of the religion of nature that was 
brought by the Prophet of Allah and His Messenger, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, to demonstrate the 
miracle of the law and its tolerance, and to shorten distances 
and steps for societies thirsty for realistic idealism that is 
supported by the revelation of heaven, so that it combines 
the pleasure of Allah - may He be glorified - and the comfort 
of the normal, believing, pious person. Whoever deviates and 
rebels has been exposed to punishment in this world, and the 
wrath of Allah Almighty upon him in the hereafter.. 


In this section, when we talk about the ideal faith-based 
society, we will focus on the most important components and 
pillars of the ideal faith-based society, on both the individual 
and collective levels, and with the legal evidence from the 
Book and the pure alshamsnah; to show the correctness of 
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what we call for in this section, and to remove the veil from 
the eyes of those who are bewitched and deceived by morally 
corrupt and religiously misguided societies, despite their 
scientific progress, and to show the greatness of our Islam, 
our religion, its teachings and pure truths, and that it is Allah 
’s message to the worlds.. 


We begin and say, with Allah ’s help and strength: The 
components of the ideal faith-based society are many, but its 
most important pillars are four, and we mention them here 
with explanation and clarification.: 
The first pillar: Establishing Islamic law in its entirety and 
applying it as a way of life for the nation.: 
Sharia in general is all that came from teachings, commands, 
Altahrims, limits, etc., in the texts of the two revelations; the 
Qur’an and Alshamsnah. Muslims are obligated to act upon 
them, apply them, and defend them. It is the path that our 
Prophet Muhammad, may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, brought from his Lord to the worlds to be a warner and 
a bringer of good tidings to them.. 
Allah Almighty said: eon i

28]. 
(We have not sent you, [O0 Muhammad], except as a bringer of 
good tidings and a warner to all mankind, but most of the 
people do not know) 


Islamic law is a general law for all times and places. It does 
not change or alter with changing circumstances, conditions, 
and whims.. 
Allah Almighty said: n PER ee 

[Fatir: 43]. (dog atl cuit ai Shy a ai) cuit dai Gla) 
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(You will not find any change in the way of Allah, and you will 
not find any alteration in the way of Allah.) 


Islamic law, including its organization, legislation, limits, 
duties, etc., is a way of life that organizes the relationship 
between people in this world, connects them to their Lord 
and Creator for the hereafter, and enAlnuwrens their insights 
and souls to the path of truth and guidance. It is not merely 
orders and Altahrims between the servant and his Lord, if he 
wishes he does them, and if he wishes he leaves them, or 
stories of those who came before him for a lesson and 
admonition in the Qur’an that is recited, as comes to the 
minds of those with sick hearts, nothing more, and it has no 
relation to people’s lives. This is a lie spread by the falsifiers. 
Rather, the Qur’an and the legislation it contains are a 
comprehensive and just divine system that elevates man to 
perfection in his relationship with his Lord, then his 
relationship with people, and raises him to high horizons of 
advancement in his religion and his world.. 


Allah Almighty said:

Sharia is the divine identity of Muslims.And the source of 
their strength, unity and purity, which Allah Almighty made in 
harmony with the pure divine nature that was not polluted by 
the destructive desires of this world, and it is the essence of 
the legacy of all the prophets and messengers from Adam to 
the one sent as a mercy to the worlds, and the Seal of the 
Prophets and Messengers, and the Messenger of Islam, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace; Allah Almighty said::

Hence, any failure to implement the Sharia of Allah under the 
pretext that some of the provisions of the purified Sharia are 
not suiAlma’ida for the era is absolute ignorance and blatant 
disbelief. The life of the Islamic nation cannot be straightened 
out and its power cannot be strengthened among nations by 
abandoning its two sources of strength: the Qur’an and 
Alshamsnah, and following legislative sources made by 
humans and their whims, which change and alter in every era 
and place; because on that day it will be a blind, lame nation 
with its sight and insight obscured. The Prophet, may Allah’s 
prayers and peace be upon him, warned his nation against 
this blind following, and this was confirmed in the hadith of 
Abu Sa’id al-Khudri, who said: The Messenger of Allah, may 
Allah’s prayers and peace be upon him, said: “You will follow 
the ways of those before you, inch by inch, cubit by cubit, to 
the point that if they entered the hole of a lizard, you would 
follow them.” We said: O Messenger of Allah, the Jews and 
Christians? He said: “Then who?” [**]. 
Which is confirmed by the Almighty’s saying:: j

(Or do they have partners who have instituted for them a 
religion other than that which Allah has permitted?)

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The second pillar: maximizing private and public responsibility 
and not neglecting it: 
What is meant by private responsibility is the responsibility 
and duties of every individual in society, qualified by Sharia 
and law to bear the consequences of his responsibilities and 
actions. As for public responsibility, it is the responsibility of 
the state and those in charge of it from the people of solution 
and contract, and whoever represents them, regardless of his 
position and status.. 
Examples of private responsibility include, but are not limited 
to:Family responsibility: 
The family is the first building block for establishing societies 
and raising their members according to the teachings of the 
pure Sharia. Therefore, it is responsible for graduating 
generations that the nation is proud of among other nations, 
and its members participate with the nation in its revival from 
its setback. Islam made this an obligation in the Book and 
Alshamsnah.. 
Allah Almighty said:

I am not exaggerating when I say:The family is the backbone 
of any society in raising and qualifying its youth to bear their 
responsibilities in life. 

If the Muslim family has the necessary elements for a good 
life, it is able to plant the religious impulse in the souls of its 
children, and raise them on virtues, good morals, and high 
ideals from their childhood, until they become strong young 
men, who are not shaken by the storms of sedition, nor the 
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winds of change, from adhering to the love of religion and 
Albalad.This is one of the good things about Islam and its 
teachings. Didn’t the noble Prophet, may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace, say:((Each of you is a shepherd, and each of 
you is responsible for his flock. The greatest leader who is 
over the people is a shepherd, and he is responsible for his 
flock. A man is a shepherd over his family, and he is 
responsible for his flock. A woman is a shepherd in the house 
of her husband and his children, and she is responsible for her 
flock. A man’s slave is a shepherd over his master’s property, 
and he is responsible for it. Each of you is a shepherd, and 
each of you is responsible for his flock. [°7]. 

Examples of public liability include, but are not limited to:-: 
The responsibility of advice, enjoining good and forbidding 
evil: 

Advice to Allah , His Messenger, the leaders of the Muslims, 
and the general public is the responsibility of every Muslim, 
while adhering to its conditions and etiquette, with wisdom 
and good advice. | am not exaggerating when I say that 
religion is the foundation of a person’s life and the reason for 
his happiness in this world and the hereafter. Without it, a 
person stumbles blindly in his worldly life, loses his way from 
the clear truth, and follows every rebellious devil.. 


Allah Almighty said:

elt was proven that he, may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, said while he was addressing the people during the 
Farewell Pilgrimage: “Let the witness inform the absent; for 
the witness may inform someone who is more aware of it 
than he is.” [>*]He also said: “Convey from me even if it is just 
one verse.” [°°]. 
| said: It is not hidden that enjoining good and forbidding evil 
is a form of general advice, and this is evidenced by the 
Almighty’ s saying::

It should be noted here that changing evil with the heart and 
tongue is for scholars, preachers, and every Muslim according 
to his ability and capacity, and within the limits of the 
teachings of the pure Shari’ah. It is from advising Allah

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Almighty. As for changing it with the hand in the community 
of faith, it is the responsibility of the ruler and whoever 
represents him, by establishing the laws that organize it, its 
mechanism, and those who carry it out among the people in 
society. It is also the responsibility of every Muslim within the 
limits of his authority, and of those whom he includes in his 
care and whose affairs he takes care of, as the Prophet, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, said:((Are not all of you 
shepherds, and all of you are responsible for your flock? As 
we explained in the specific responsibility above.. 

This - changing all types of evil - should be in accordance with 
the controls and rules that have been explained by the wise 
scholars and jurists, so that it does not conflict with the 
teachings of the Qur’an and alshamsnah.. 


A society that neglects its people or fights those in charge of 
this means and the divine call for reform, and places obstacles 
with man-made laws and ignorant customs that are human- 
made, and which forbid good and command evil - this will 
lead to its corruption and destruction with plagues and evils 
that destroy ideal values and morals. The final Prophet, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, warned against this dark 
path, saying:((The example of the one who upholds the limits 
of Allah and the one who transgresses them is like the 
example of people who drew lots to board a ship, so some of 
them were in the upper deck and some in the lower deck. 
When those in the lower deck needed water, they would pass 
by those above them and say, “If only we could make a hole in 
our share and not harm those above us.” If they leave them to 
do what they want, they will all perish, but if they stop them, 
they will all be saved.[°°].

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All of this evidence and others indicate that advice - including 
enjoining what is right and forbidding what is wrong - is a 
general responsibility of princes and scholars, and of every 
Muslim who is able to do so, meets its conditions, possesses 
its tools, and understands its controls and limits.. 

The third pillar: solidarity and cooperation among its 
members: 

What is meant by solidarity?[°”]A Muslim should provide for 
his Muslim brother with the blessings that Allah has given 
him, such as knowledge, money, strength, intelligence, etc. 


The intention is for the strong to be kind to the weak, the rich 
to console the poor, the learned to teach the ignorant, and so 
on. This solidarity, or if you will, say: this social care, is based 
on a divine approach. Allah Almighty has legislated in His 
Qur’an and Alshamsnah of His Messenger many types of 
solidarity and fruitful cooperation between individuals and 
groups in a single society. For example,: 


Giving Zakat from the rich to the poor: 
Giving zakat from the rich to the poor, when the minimum 
amount is reached and a year has passed, is a purification of 
his wealth and an expression of gratitude for Allah ’s blessings 
upon him. Likewise, giving charity to the poor and those in 
need and poverty increases the bond, solidarity and cohesion 
between members of society. Evidence for this is found in the 
texts of the two revelations.: 
eAllah Almighty says: , a a

said:((Islam is built on five pillars: testifying that there is no 
Allah but Allah and that Muhammad is the Messenger of 
Allah , establishing prayer, paying zakat, fasting Ramadan, and 
making the pilgrimage to the Sacred House of Allah .[°°]. 


Feeding people, spreading peace, and refraining from harming 
others: 

Feeding people, spreading peace, refraining from harm, and 
other similar acts of righteousness that the pure Shari’ah has 
urged increase love, affection, and solidarity among people in 
the ideal community of faith. In Alshamsnah, there are 
hadiths from the truthful and infallible one that indicate this, 
including:: 

Hadith of Abdullah bin Amr, who said: A man asked the 
Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace: Which Islam is best? He said:((You feed the poor, and 
you greet those you know and those you do not know.|[°’]. 


eHadith of Abu Musa, he said: | said: O Messenger of Allah, 
which Islam is best? He said: “The one from whose tongue 
and hand the Muslims are safe.” [°°]. 

Supporting the oppressed, helping them and restoring their 
rights: 

This is because injustice is darkness on the Day of 
Resurrection, and in this world it is darkness for the hearts, 
increasing rancor, hatred, and enmity. That is why Allah 
Almighty and His Messenger, may Allah ’s prayers and peace

The fourth pillar: Preserving rights and freedoms within the 
framework of divine law: 

Preserving rights and freedoms are among the components 
and pillars of the ideal society in Islam. They are many and 
varied, and they elevate people’s relationship with their 
Creator on the one hand, and their relationship with 
themselves on the other. It is difficult to limit them in this 
haste; therefore, | saw it sufficient to mention two of the 
rights and freedoms that Islam cared about, and for which it 
legislated sublime teachings, which the falsifiers and 
hypocrites from the descendants of Abu Jahl in every era and 
Albalad still doubt, and raise doubts and suspicions about 
them, and repeat them frequently in continuous and 
desperate attempts to undermine the Sharia, and to criticize 
its rulings and tolerance, describing it as rigid, extremist, and 
unsuiAlma'ida for the era, but it is impossible, impossible.. 
Allah Almighty said:

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These two rights are:: 

1-Alnisa''s right and liberation in building the ideal faith-based 
society. 

2-The rights of the People of the Book in the lands of Islam 
from the perspective of Sharia. 


We will clarify them with the explanation of our trustworthy 
scholars, because of their importance in building the nation 
on ideal values and morals, and to curb the thinking and 
sophistry of some of those who claim to be Muslims, but they 
are from our skin and speak with our tongues, from the 
preachers of sedition and their likes in the vast world, from 
the enemies of Allah , the haters and envious, and those who 
doubt the religion of Islam, the greatness of its message, and 
the moderation of its approach, from the supporters of the 
alleged freedom that has no known limit, and is not 
supported by the revelation of heaven, like the message of 
Islam, the number of its adherents and those who enter it 
increases day after day, so that those who die die with 
evidence, and those who perish perish with evidence.. 


1-Alnisa''s right and liberation in building the ideal faith-based 
society: 

The doubts that the enemies of Allah attach to Islam 
regarding Alnisa’’s rights and freedom are many, including 
their saying: Imposing the hijab on her restricts her freedom, 
their saying: Polygamy for a man without a woman 
contradicts equality, their saying: The inheritance system that 
makes a man’s share equal to that of two Alnisa’ is an 
injustice to her, etc.. 
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We are not intending to respond and expose their falsehoods 
in this study, because our goal is to demonstrate that Islam, 
with its methodology, idealism, and moderation, is Allah ’s 
message to the worlds. In the books of our scholars - past and 
present - there is that which dispels the cloud, removes the 
ambiguity, and turns their doubts and their plots against 
them.. 

Therefore, we will suffice here with responding to the first 
suspicion, which is that imposing the hijab on Alnisa’ restricts 
their freedom, and with explaining the falsehood of this call, 
and explaining its danger to the ideal, faith-based society 
whose components and pillars we will explain in this section 
of the study.. 

First of all, we say: 

There is no doubt among rational people that Alnisa' are half 
of society. In fact, | believe that they are the backbone of the 
entire society, and they are the fundamental issue for civilized 
peoples. They are capable of advancing society through their 
sincerity to Allah and their commitment to His law. This 
undoubtedly leads to a society based on chastity and virtue.. 


It is also capable of being a devastating calamity, spreading 
obscenity, licentiousness and debauchery, through its 
immodesty and its departure from Allah ’s law, and this 
undoubtedly leads to a corrupt society, with dissolute values 
and morals.. 
Why? 
Because it is one of the most dangerous temptations in the 
world of people, and the first level of destructive desires that 
Allah Almighty mentioned in the Holy Qur’an. Allah Almighty 
said:

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(Adorned for people is the love of desires - of women and 
children and heaped-up sums of gold and silver and branded 
horses and livestock and tilth. That is the enjoyment of 
worldly life, but Allah has with Him the best destination.) 


If Alnisa' are considered by rational people to be the most 
dangerous of temptations, then there is no doubt that their 
immodesty, unveiling, mixing with men, and crowding them 
out - as is seen today in liberated societies, whether Islamic or 
non-Islamic, under the pretext of equality and freedom that 
has no limits - is a blatant fallacy. A virtuous society does not 
arise by opening the doors of corruption and facilitating its 
entrances, but rather by closing its doors, blocking and drying 
up its sources, and prevention is better than cure, as they 
Say.. 


So why the attack on Islamic law, which calls on Alnisa' to 
wear the hijab in order to preserve their dignity, chastity, and 
modesty from the looks and words of men with sick hearts, 
weak souls, and foul tongues, who are not deterred by 
religion or conscience?. 


If they say: Yes, it is obligatory for a woman to hide her places 
of temptation from men, to prevent immorality, then we ask 
the wise and rational among them.:Did Allah Almighty 
impose the veil on Alnisa’ except for this reason?!

Nor should they stamp their feet to reveal what they hide of 
their adornment. And repent to Allah all together, O 
believers, that you may succeed.) 


The hijab is only with its legal conditions in front of foreign 
people who are forbidden to see her unveiled and uncovered, 
but in her home and with her mahrams, she - like other 
Alnisa' - is free in what she wears of clothing, while adhering 
to the manners and behaviors of Islam. What she wears for 
her husband and in the marital home is different from what 
she wears in front of Alnisa' in general, or her mahrams; such 
as the father, brother, uncle, etc.. 

She is not obligated to wear the hijab and be modest in front 
of them like other people, because she is permitted to unveil 
in front of them according to the text of the aforementioned 
verse.. 

The crimes of rape and harassment that are beyond 
description are not hidden from those with understanding, as 
is seen today in liberated societies, where Alnisa’ mix with 
men, without accountability or supervision. We do not need 
numbers; they are known to everyone, and they are always 
changing and shifting, and are steadily increasing, which leads 
these societies to the abyss and moral decadence.. 


If the argument is Alnisa”s freedom, then Islam has liberated 
Alnisa' from the tyranny and domination of men in the pre- 
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Islamic era, and transformed them from a commodity that is 
bought and sold or that is buried in the dirt as a helpless child 
- into an honored and respected woman; a mother, a wife, a 
sister, and a daughter, and the legal texts that indicate this 
are well-known and numerous.. 


Islam made Alnisa’ equal to men in reward and punishment, 
and no one would dispute this except a stubborn person who 
hates Islam.. 


Allah Almighty s said:

(And their Lord responded to them, “Never will I allow to be 
lost the work of any worker among you, whether male or 
female. You are of one another.) 


It is no secret that the freedom they claim for Alnisa’ to flaunt 
themselves, uncover themselves, and mix without any 
deterrent from religion or law is, in reality and the reality 
observed in societies liberated from all restrictions for 
everyone: freedom to despise her, insult her, and lose her 
chastity and modesty.. 


We are not defending our Sharia and Islam with this 
argument; it is self-sufficient. Rather, our speech is to clarify 
that the veil does not hinder Alnisa’’s freedom, but rather 
protects and honors them on the one hand, and on the other 
hand, the fruits of that are on the safety and goodness of 
society, and the success of its individuals, from falling into 
temptations, the most dangerous of which is Alnisa'’s 
unveiling and mixing with men, without a deterrent from 
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religion or law, which is not hidden from those with minds 
and intellects. This is for those who are rational and aware. As 
for those who are arrogant, deny, and argue, the words of 
Allah Almighty are sufficient as a deterrent for them and their 
likes.:

2-The rights of the People of the Book in the lands of Islam 
from the perspective of Sharia: 

The People of the Book are the Jews and Christians, and they 
are the People of the Covenant, and the covenant in the 
language means: the covenant and security, and they are from 
the followers of other heavenly religions, and Islam is also a 
heavenly religion, which was revealed by the trustworthy 
spirit Gabriel, peace be upon him, to the heart of the Prophet 
of Islam, and the Seal of the Prophets, may Allah bless him 
and grant him peace, and the evidence for that - which no 
stubborn or skeptic can deny - is that if it was from other than 
Allah Almighty, it would have been logical and rational for 
the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, to 
command his followers to disbelieve in the previous heavenly 
books, and to deny the prophethood of those who came 
before him; To be unique in itself and its religion, but - as is 
not hidden - many verses of the Qur’an that Allah Almighty 
revealed to him, and the authentic alshamsnah, have shown 
that Islam is the only religion that acknowledges the 
prophethood and message of the previous prophets and 
messengers, and calls its adherents to believe in them, revere 
them, and sanctify them, and forbids them from cursing them. 
This is one of the greatest and most sublime rights of the 
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People of the Book in Islam, and no one denies it except a 
blind denier of sight and insight. Among the evidence for that 
is::

At that point, the 
Muslim raised his hand and slapped the Jew in the face. The 
Jew went to the Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace, and told him what had happened to him and 
to the Muslim. The Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless him 
and grant him peace, said:((Do not choose me over Moses, for 
people will be struck down and | will be the first to regain 
consciousness. Then Moses will be holding on to the side of 
the Throne. | do not know whether he was among those who 
were struck down and regained consciousness before me, or 
whether he was among those whom Allah exempted."[®]. 


eOn the authority of Abdullah - may Allah be pleased with 
him - he said: “On the day of Hunayn, the Prophet, may Allah 
bless him and grant him peace, favored some people. He gave 
Al-Aqra’ a hundred camels, and he gave Uyaynah the same 
amount, and he gave some people. A man said: | did not seek 
Allah ’s pleasure with this division. | said: I will tell the 
Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace. He said: 
‘May Allah have mercy on Moses. He was harmed more than 
this and he was patient.” [5]. 


eOn the authority of Abdullah bin Jaafar, he said: “The 
Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, used to say: ‘It is not appropriate for a prophet to say: | 
am better than Jonah, son of Matta.’” Sahih. See: Sahih al- 
Jami’ by al-Albani, Hadith 5821. 

eOn the authority of Abu Hurairah, he said: The Messenger of 
Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said: “I am

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the closest of people to Jesus. The prophets are cousins, and 
there is no prophet between me and Jesus.” [6°]. 


After all this evidence of the keenness of the Messenger of 
Islam to respect his brothers among the messengers and 
prophets before him, it is no wonder then that Allah Almighty 
chose him as a friend, just as He chose Abraham as a friend, 
and sealed the message and prophethood with him, and 
made him the mercy sent to all of creation.. 

Hence, based on what was mentioned above, we say:: 

One of the greatest rights of the People of the Book, which 
Islam preserves and which is one of its constants, is to 
venerate their prophets and believe in their books revealed by 
Allah , except for what has been distorted from them and 
contradicts our miraculous Qur’an preserved by Allah 
Almighty.. 

eAmong their rights in Islam is the recognition of their right to 
a dignified human life, and not to assault or oppress them 
without a crime or sin.. 


There is much evidence for this, including:: 
eaccident:((Whoever wrongs a covenantor, or diminishes his 
right, or burdens him beyond his capacity, or takes something 
from him without his consent, then I will be his opponent on 
the Day of Resurrection. [®]. 

eHadith:((Whoever kills a person with whom he has a treaty 
will not smell the fragrance of Paradise, although its fragrance 
can be detected from a distance of forty years. [°°]. 

eAmong their rights in Muslim society: protecting them from 
internal and external aggression is a duty upon Muslims, and

| said: The correct view, which our scholars hold, is that the 
jizya is taken from every infidel, not just from the People of 
the Covenant. It is imposed on those who have reached 
puberty and are able to fight. As for those who are excused 
due to a disability that prevents them from fighting, or due to 
old age, or Alnisa' and children, and those who are like them - 
it is not taken from them.. 


And the tribute, as is well known:In return for protecting 
those who differ from us in belief from among the non- 
Muslims, if they convert to Islam, they are our brothers in 
rights and duties, and there is no humiliation for them; it is 
not the exclusive property of Muslims and spoils for them, but 
rather it serves the interests of the entire society, as Muslims 
do when they give zakat on their money, zakat al-fitr, 
expiations for vows, oaths, accidental killing, the ransom for 
fasting and its expiation, zihar, and the like. All of these are 
expenses that are spent to treat the plagues of poverty in 
society and the basic needs of its individuals, and this is the

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justice that is consistent with the message and concept of 
Islam. 


It is known that the jizya does not exist today, due to the 
weakness of Muslim societies that rule by other than what 
Allah has revealed, or rule but are weak societies whose 
individuals lack - on the individual and collective level - 
honesty in word and deed and true faith. If they return to the 
two sources of their strength: the Book of Allah and 
Alshamsnah of His Messenger, may Allah bless him and grant 
him peace, and apply the teachings of true Islam without 
excess or deficiency on themselves - Allah Almighty has 
promised them and given them glad tidings by saying:: ;

eAmong the great rights that Islam has permitted them in 
Muslim society: the freedom to practice their faith, perform 
their rituals in their places of worship, and not to be forced to 
convert to Islam, while adhering to its provisions. If he refuses 
to adhere to the provisions of Islam, his covenant is broken. 
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Before explaining what we mean by freedom of belief, we 
must explain the meaning of belief, and we begin, with Allah 
’s help and power, by saying:: 

The creed, linguistically, comes from the word “aqd,” 
“taqthid,” “taqthid,” and “taqt,” and technically it is the firm 
belief that is not subject to doubt or suspicion in the mind of 
its believer.. 


From this clear meaning we can say: The belief in Islam 
means: belief in Allah Almighty without doubt or hesitation, 
and His oneness in His Lordship and Divinity, His names and 
attributes, and belief in His angels, His books, His messengers, 
the Last Day, and destiny, both good and bad.. 


Freedom of belief for the People of the Book, whether Jews, 
Christians or others, is different from the freedom of a 
Muslim. A monotheistic Muslim cannot deny the divinity of 
Allah , disbelieve in Him or deny His existence, and it is said: 
This is his right, and he has the freedom to believe or 
disbelieve. This person has no freedom, rather the 
punishment for apostasy is applied to him, because Islam 
means submission and obedience to the rule of the Sharia. 
The punishment for an apostate Muslim is death, as the 
Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
said:((Whoever changes his religion, kill him. [°°]. 


And killing him is a punishment for him if he does not return 

to his religion and repent to Allah , so that the entire society 

will be set straight, and so that embracing Islam and then 

disbelieving in it will not be a stab at it, as Allah Almighty 

said: f r a ae

Killing a Muslim who has abandoned his religion is not a 
punishment for freedom of thought and belief, but rather a 
punishment for mocking the religion and trying to undermine 
it by entering or leaving it, and the danger that this poses to 
the nation. The cohesion of society and the glorification of 
religion is a matter in which there is no mercy or negligence, 
so the strict punishment must be commensurate with the 
seriousness of the sin.. 


Hence, there is no freedom of belief for a Muslim, but rather 
it is for the People of the Book and those who follow them in 
the House of Islam. It should be within the framework of the 
final Shari’ah, as we have explained, and not separate from it. 
That is, it is not the right of an infidel in a Muslim house to 
openly declare his disbelief and say: | am free! Then practice 
his disbelief and immorality in Muslim society, whether by 
word, deed, writing, publishing, or similar means, without 
being punished for the disbelief and heresy he calls for. This is 
not freedom of belief in Islam, which calls for monotheism. 
Rather, what is meant is that he is not forced to believe 
except by his desire. If he refuses, then that is his business. He 
is not forced to enter Islam unless he is convinced of it, and he 
is allowed to practice his disbelieving rituals within the limits 
permitted by the Shari’ah, in order to ensure safety for 
himself, his money, his family, and his places of worship, as 
long as he does not go beyond the legal limits that apply to 
everyone. Because the principle of reward and punishment 
does not differentiate between a Muslim and a Christian, and 
each of them is punished according to what Allah Almighty 
has legislated and what His Messenger, may Allah bless him 
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and grant him peace, has explained, if he goes beyond the 
framework of the law. Freedom is not absolute, so that every 
disbeliever does not corrupt the faith of the weak in faith in 
the nation, who believe with their tongues but disbelieve in 
their hearts.. 


The meaning of freedom of belief for the People of the Book 
and what is similar to it is explained by the Almighty’s saying::

(There is no compulsion in religion. The right way has become 
distinct from the wrong.)

| said:The elevation and advancement of the soul and body 
have causes and reasons that Allah created, and He made it 
easy for man, through His kindness and generosity, to reach 
them and feel their results in his mortal world, and He gave 
him the choice to follow the straight path or the dark path, 
which humiliates the soul, degrades the body, and degrades 
the spirit and its status. 


Allah Almighty said:

There is no doubt that the purpose of this world and what is 
in it for the normal human being is to attain true life, and in it 
are the highest degrees of advancement and elevation for the 
human soul in the eternal home and abode; as the Truth - 
Blessed and Exalted be He - said in His Noble Book::

(And this worldly life is not but diversion and amusement. 
And indeed, the home of the Hereafter - that is the [true] life, 
if they only knew.) 


It is not hidden from anyone who has the sAlnuwrest insight 
into what is good for a person to elevate the soul spiritually 
and physically that the message of Islam and its teachings 
contain what satisfies his appetite and quenches his thirst; 
because it is a message that addresses the conscience and 
elevates the inner self, as we will explain in this section, and 
our introduction to explaining that will be in at least three 
axes.: 

The first axis:Explaining the truth of the connection between 
the human soul and its sublimity to its Creator and Provider in 
Islam. 

The second axis:A statement that the message of Islam and its 
teachings elevate relations between people. 

The third axis:A statement that the teachings of Islam elevate 
man with his inner self.

Here are the three axes with explanation and clarification 
with legal evidence; so that the spiteful and ignorant of Islam 
may realize its truth and the sublimity of its teachings, and the 
perfection of its law, and that it is the healing and sufficient 
balm for the atrophy and wounds that have afflicted human 
life; due to its humiliation of souls spiritually and physically 
with teachings, laws and philosophies that despise the self, 
and disdain the spirit and body, instead of sublimity and 
advancement, so that everyone may realize before it is too 
late that salvation and deliverance are in the final message, 
and the divine method, which falsehood does not approach 
from before it or from behind it, and Allah is the one sought 
for help, and upon Him is reliance.. 


The first axis: 
Statement of the truth of the connection between the human 
soul and its sublimity with its Creator and Provider in Islam 
We begin and say - by the power and strength of Allah - that 
the connection of the human soul to its Creator and Provider - 
Glory be to Him - is an innate connection, even before there 
was a human presence in the world of spirits since eternity, 
and this is indicated by the Almighty’ s saying::

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The elevation and advancement of the soul in faith in the true 
Allah : 
It is not hidden from the wise that man, by his nature since 
creation, searches for the true Allah , who benefits and harms, 
and owns the measures of everything. His soul may be guided 
by the covenant of nature and its testimony to Allah ’s 
oneness, or it may go astray from it. But man always feels - 
due to his weakness as a creature - a deficiency and his need 
for powers greater than him that are able to make him feel his 
servitude to them, whether he worships Allah or worships 
something other than Allah .. 
Allah ’s mercy to His servants was that He sent them 
messengers and prophets as bearers of good tidings and 
warners, to fill this deficiency and show them the path to it, 
so that they would have no excuse. He sealed them with the 
Prophet of Islam, and sealed the messages with the message 
of Islam, and He chose it for them as a religion and a way of 
life. In its teachings is everything that the soul longs for in 
terms of comfort, tranquility, contentment, elevation, love, 
and peace.. 
Allah Almighty said: j ; o

[Alnisa’: 165].(.LaSs 
(Messengers as bringers of good tidings and warners, so that 
mankind will have no argument against Allah after the 
messengers. And ever is Allah Exalted in Might and Wise.) 


We should draw attention here to the fact that the difference 
between a person’s feeling of majesty and sublimity in his 
love for the Creator - may He be glorified and exalted - and his 
closeness to Him, differs from one person to another, and that 
is not because of gender, color, or religion, but rather in the 
nature of the worshipped one: Is it Allah Almighty, the One 
and Only Creator who deserves to be worshipped, or other 
Allah s that Satan makes attractive to his followers, and which 
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do not possess for them or for themselves any benefit or 
harm, death, life, or resurrection?! 


It is known to rational people that if the human soul responds 
to the call of nature, the greatness and power of Allah will be 
revealed to it, and it will see His countless blessings and 
bounties, and it will melt in His love and supplication to Him. 
The deprived one is the one who follows his desires, strays 
from the path of Allah and worships other than Him.. 

The Prophet of Islam is a good example of sublimity and 
progress.: 

Following the Messenger, may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, and acting in accordance with his guidance brings a 
person to a high level of sublimity and tranquility. Allah 
Almighty does not command all of humanity to follow the 
final prophet, who was sent to all people with the final 
message, which He chose as their religion, except because he 
is the ultimate in human sublimity, and the ultimate in 
perfection in morals and refined manners, which his 
characteristics indicate. He chose him from among His 
creation, and bestowed upon him closeness to Him in a way 
that no close angel or sent prophet could approach, as came 
in the hadith of the Night Journey and Ascension. He, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, said:((Then | was taken 
up until | reached a level where I could hear the scratching of 
the pens.[7°]. 


The Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
reached this level of spiritual elevation between the servant 
and his Lord. This was only due to the purity of his inner self 
and Allah ’s love for him, which made his love and obedience

(There has certainly been for you in the Messenger of Allah an 
excellent pattern for anyone whose hope is in Allah and the 
Last Day and who remembers Allah much.) 


Here are examples with legal evidence of the elevation of the 
soul that the Messenger of Allah reached, and how we can 
follow his example so that our souls may ascend to their 
Creator and King - may He be glorified and exalted.-: 

eThe Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, used 
to pray frequently to Allah Almighty, because it is the 
connection between the servant and his Lord, and evidence of 
the servant’s true servitude to the One Who is worshipped, 
may He be glorified and exalted. He would prolong it until his 
feet would swell, so the Mother of the Believers, Aisha, may 
Allah be pleased with her, would say to him: Why do you do 
this, O Messenger of Allah , when Allah has forgiven you your 
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past and future sins? He said:((Wouldn't I like to be a grateful 
servant?[7*]. 


| said: The person who takes the Prophet as an example and 
prays to Allah Almighty with sincerity and honesty will sense 
Allah ’s greatness before him, and will do what pleases Him 
and refrain from what angers Him. His soul will be elevated 
and raised above evil and obscenity because of prayer. The 
evidence for that is the Almighty’s saying:: i 

[El ankapuot: 45].( Kiii pudii oé gui a é Ea als) 
(And establish prayer. Indeed, prayer prohibits immorality 
and wrongdoing) 


The Prophet’s closeness and loftiness to Allah Almighty was 
due to his frequent remembrance of Him - may He be glorified 
and exalted - at all times, as is well-known and transmitted 
from him, may Allah bless him and grant him peace. He 
would remember Allah when entering and exiting the 
mosque, when eating and drinking, when hearing the call to 
prayer, when entering and exiting the house, when sleeping 
and waking up, and many other things. 


Hence, we must follow his example in remembrance and 
seeking forgiveness, as well as in fasting, giving charity, being 
a good neighbor, having good manners with people, and every 
act of worship that is intended for the sake of Allah Almighty 
and to draw closer to Him, so that our souls may be elevated 
spiritually and physically, and ascend and rise and drink from 
Allah ’s mercy, generosity, favor, and kindness to His friends 
and beloved ones among His creation, so that He - the Most 
High - is remembered whenever He is remembered, and we 
do what pleases Him, as Allah Almighty said:: 


“Narrated by Al-Bukhari, No. 4460 - fusilat: So that your past 


sins may be forgiven.

(So remember Me; I will remember you. And be grateful to 
Me and do not deny Me.) 


The result of the above is that if the servant wants to be 
spiritually and physically elevated in his relationship with the 
Creator, then we must be aware of two matters: so that the 
elevation of the soul in its relationship with Allah Almighty is 
based on the teachings of the Shari’ah; that is, the Book and 
the Prophetic alshamsnah, and not the innovations, customs, 
and polytheistic practices that are prevalent among people 
and for which Allah has not sent down any authority... Here 
are the two matters with some simplification and clarification, 
and Allah is the source of help..

The first matter: Adherence to the Islamic approach on the 
servant’s path to advancement and elevation.: 
What is meant by the Sharia method is the path or way that 
shows the servants the rulings and law of Allah Almighty: 
religion and worldly affairs. This can only be achieved by 
obeying Allah and His Messenger, may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace, and not deviating from the straight path and 
the path of guidance, and following the ways of those who 
came before us from among those who incurred wrath and 
went astray, for whoever wants success, advancement, and 
elevation of the soul. This is indicated by clear verses from the 
Qur’an, including:: 
Allah Almighty Says: 
P Jiu Ai) pide AI cya Ail da coda pa Sg Ji ail Ga SL 8) 
[Al- (pie Lal ue coll aguags 9 i gill l gaib óa aA 989 
Ma’idah: 15, 16]. 
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(There has come to you from Allah a light and a clear 
Book.*By it Allah guides those who pursue His pleasure to the 
ways of peace and brings them out from darknesses into the 
light by His permission and guides them to a straight path.) 


There are many verses on this, and they are from the 
authentic prophetic alshamsnah.: 

eThe Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
said:((I have left among you two things that you will never go 
astray as long as you hold fast to them: the Book of Allah and 
my alshamsnah. They will never separate until they come to 
me at the Cistern.[77]. 

eAnd his saying, may Allah bless him and grant him peace: “I 
advise you to fear Allah , and to listen and obey, even if an 
Ethiopian slave is appointed over you. For whoever among 
you lives after me will see much disagreement. So adhere to 
my alshamsnah and Alshamsnah of the rightly-guided caliphs. 
Hold fast to it and cling to it firmly. And beware of newly 
invented matters, for every newly invented matter is an 
innovation, and every innovation is misguidance.” [27°]. 


The human soul is more in need of knowing the path of 
sublimity that is not mixed with hypocrisy, nor tainted with 
affectation, nor is its enthusiasm and sublimity weakened by 
lethargy and weakness, or an affliction that befalls the body, 
or a desire that is followed, or the like. Rather, the soul is 
created and innately based on the truth, and it is more 
deserving of being followed; as Allah Almighty said::

Among the ways or means of achieving spiritual and physical 
sublimity, for example, with regard to monotheism, we will 
explain in the following lines:: 

There is no divine elevation in the heart of the servant 
towards his deity by contradicting what the Prophet, his 
companions and the first generation were upon in terms of 
monotheism of Allah in His names and attributes, without 
representation, or specification, or nullification, as some Sufis 
do in our time with a Sufism that has nothing to do with 
monotheism, but rather is all polytheism and misguidance 
beyond misguidance. Among their reprehensible acts and 
polytheism is traveling to the graves and asking them, 
slaughtering for them, wiping their graves, and seeking their 
help instead of Allah Almighty, and other innovations that 
they have introduced into the religion with newly invented 
prayers, incantations and supplications that are full of 
polytheism, and they claim that they will lead them to 
ecstasy, ascension and elevation in the presence of Allah, 
which is a corrupt assumption. Because there is no elevation 
or elevation of the soul in following Satan and whims, rather 
it is ignorance and misguidance, and exhausting the soul with 
reprehensible extremism, and satanic rituals for which there 
is no evidence in the Book or Alshamsnah. For this reason, the 
Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, warned 
against this path, saying:The extremists are doomed. He said 
it three times.[7]. 


| said:Anyone who is strict in his worship or increases it in a 
way that Allah and His Messenger, may Allah bless him and

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grant him peace, have not legislated, is delusional if he thinks 
that his soul will be purified and elevated, even if he feels that 
way, because this feeling does not last, and after it comes 
regret and sorrow if they only knew.

The second matter: purifying the heart and limbs from harm: 
It is no secret that the heart is the most dangerous of human 
organs, as is known to the general public and the elite, and 
the servant’s faith is not upright until his heart is upright, and 
the Holy Qur’an addresses hearts in many of its verses; such 
as the Almighty’ s saying::

(Have they not traveled through the land and had hearts by 
which to reason and ears by which to hear? For indeed, it is 
not eyes that are blind, but blind are the hearts which are 
within the breasts.) 


Alshamsnah has shown the seriousness of this injury, as the 
Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said:((The 
lawful is clear and the unlawful is clear, and between the two 
of them are doubtful matters which many people do not 
know. So whoever avoids doubtful matters clears himself in 
regard to his honour and his religion, and whoever falls into 
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doubtful matters falls into that which is unlawful, like a 
shepherd who pastures his animals near a sanctuary and is 
likely to have intercourse with it. Beware, every king has a 
sanctuary, and beware, the sanctuary of Allah on His earth is 
His Altahrims. Beware, in the body there is a morsel of flesh 
which, if it is sound, the entire body is sound, and if it is 
corrupt, the entire body is corrupt, and beware, that is the 
heart.[7°]. 


| said:It is important to note here that if the heart deviates, 
becomes arrogant, and rebels against Allah ’s command, it 
will not be on the right path, and will go astray, and Allah will 
seal it, and it will not be guided to the path of elevation and 
self-promotion unless it repents and turns to Allah Almighty, 
and He is the One who says:: a PoE 

[Alnisa': 155]. (.>4% y! Ésa 8 aa iS, Lgale au) dab U2) 
(Rather, Allah has set a seal upon it because of their disbelief, 
so they do not believe, except for a few.) 


It is not lost on the reader’s intelligence that the nature of a 
person’s soul varies according to circumstances and 
conditions. In some cases, he may find himself turning to Allah 
, humble in his prayer, crying in his supplication and devotion, 
reading and contemplating the Qur’an a lot, maintaining the 
morning and evening remembrances, loving all good things.. 


In other cases, he finds himself absent-minded and distracted, 
not feeling reverent in his prayer, and perhaps being lazy 
about performing it at its appointed times, and perhaps 
praying it alone, abandoning the virtue of congregation 
without an excuse, abandoning the Book of Allah and only 
reading it from time to time, making little supplication and 
remembrance, and other things.. 


Narrated by Muslim, No. 3996, and by Al-Bukhari, No. 50.. 
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Hence, the heart must be purified from its afflictions, such as 
hatred, envy, greed for this world, and the like; for they 
hinder the elevation of the soul, and imprint a veil on the 
heart that will not be removed except by purifying it from its 
destructive afflictions. This is on the one hand, and on the 
other hand, with sincerity, patience in hardships, and 
certainty in Allah Almighty, we will see amazing wonders, and 
we will know ourselves well, and realize the ways to achieve 
our goals and wishes, and we will reach the highest levels of 
richness of the soul, and elevation of it, by which hearts live 
and are upright in the command of Allah Almighty.. 


elt has been proven that the Prophet, may Allah bless him 
and grant him peace, said:((Riches do not lie in having many 
possessions, but riches are the richness of the soul.[7°]. 

This is an unquestionable truth. When the soul is content, the 
heart will not need to resort to anyone other than Allah 
Almighty, and will remain on the straight path.. 


The second axis 

Statement that the message of Islam and its teachings elevate 
relations between people 

It is no secret that human and social relations in the world of 
people may take forms such as cooperation, tolerance, love, 
solidarity, adherence to virtues... and other good deeds and 
noble morals. Their concept has not differed among people 
since the dawn of humanity. Rather, they are forms of 
sophistication and civilization in every age and Albalad.. 


Narrated by Al-Bukhari, No. 5965, and Muslim, No. 1741.. 
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The only difference that should be noted is that Allah 
Almighty rewards whomever He wills however He wills for his 
good deeds if he enters this religion after Allah sent His final 
Messenger, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, and he 
bore witness to the truth, because it is Allah ’s message to the 
worlds. And for those who do not belong to this religion, 
there is no reward from Allah Almighty for their good deeds 
except clear loss, except for those who preceded and died 
before his mission, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
from among those who did not realize his call and died upon 
the tolerant Hanafi school.. 
eThe evidence for this is in the Holy Qur’an, where Allah 
Almighty says: j ; 
[Al-Isra: 15].( Y 945 Gaui (fs Gaye US La5) 
(And We never punish until We have sent a messenger) 


To clarify this axis, we summarize it in two matters:: 

the first:Explaining the truth and evidence of spiritual 
elevation between a Muslim and his Muslim brother. 

the second:Statement of the truth and evidence of spiritual 
transcendence between Muslims and non-Muslims. 

The following lines contain the legal evidence from the Qur’an 
and alshamsnah explaining these two matters. My success 
comes only from Allah , the All-Knowing, the All-Aware.. 


The first matter: The commandments of the Qur’an and 
alshamsnah for the elevation of the relationship between a 
Muslim and his Muslim brother: 

To clarify this matter, we say::The Qur’an and alshamsnah 
contain comprehensive commandments sufficient to establish 
legal rules and provisions to regulate relations between 
Muslims and their Muslim brothers, to spread noble morals 
for advancement and elevation between them, and to punish 
and oblige those who deviate from them if they deserve 
punishment for their public disobedience and harm to the 
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values of society for any reason for which Sharia law permits 
punishment, either for spreading discord and atheism among 
people, or calling for immorality, or harming others through 
fraud, theft, false testimony, and the like, or by any means 
available in the world of people. The message of Islam 
combines intimidation and encouragement, sometimes 
through advice, guidance, and direction, and other times 
through deterrence, threat, and punishment. 


Examples of this in the Holy Quran: 

1-Calling to Allah with kind words and good speech: 

These are the highest and most obligatory deeds. Indeed, they 
are the mission of the chosen prophets and messengers, and 
those who followed them in righteousness until the Day of 
Judgment. Calling to Allah Almighty, to unify Him, and to 
sincerely worship Him - may He be glorified and exalted - 

one of the most important rights that a Muslim should fulfill 
towards his Muslim brother.. 


Allah Almighty said:

(And who is better in speech than one who invites to Allah 
and does righteousness and says, "Indeed, | am of the 
Muslims.) 


2-The sanctity of mockery, name-calling and spreading 
enmity: 
The Qur’an forbade mocking others and calling each other 
names, because it leads to spreading hatred and malice 
among members of society. Allah Almighty said::

Warning against injustice and suspicion of Muslims without 
evidence: 
The Qur’an forbade suspicion without evidence, because it 
leads to injustice and the loss of rights, and what follows from 
that of forbidden words and actions, and perhaps to fighting 
merely on the basis of suspicions that destroy crops and 
offspring, and erase security and safety in the hearts towards 
others. For this reason, the Almighty said, addressing the 
people of faith::

There are many verses on this subject, and there is not 
enough space here to list them all. We will suffice with what 
we have mentioned, and Allah is the source of help.. 


Alshamsnah of the Prophet contains countless hadiths and 
commandments for communication, compassion, and the 


elevation of the soul in the Muslim’s dealings with his Muslim 
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brother, sometimes by encouragement, and other times by 
intimidation, including, for example:: 

1-Hadith of Abu Hurairah, who said: The Messenger of Allah, 
may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said:((You will not 
enter Paradise until you believe, and you will not believe until 
you love one another. Shall | not guide you to something 
which, if you do it, will love one another? Spread peace 
among yourselves. [77]. 


2-On his authority, may Allah be pleased with him, he said: 
The Messenger of Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, said:((Five things are obligatory for a Muslim towards 
his brother: returning the greeting of peace, saying “May 
Allah have mercy on you” to one who sneezes, accepting an 
invitation, visiting the sick, and following funeral 
processions.|[7°].

These rights that the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him) explained aim to build a society based on virtue 
and self-denial, keen to spread love, humility, tolerance, and 
other noble morals; to elevate the Muslim in his relationship 
with his Muslim brother in a practical manner, taking him 
(peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) as a good example; 
because Allah Almighty made him, by His grace, generosity, 
and care, from his birth until his death, the perfection of 
humanity in elevation and advancement. Therefore, his verbal 
and practical alshamsnah is not merely sayings that are said, 
abstract advice, or actions that a Muslim is unable to do, 
under the pretext that he is a prophet and messenger. Rather, 
every Muslim is able to follow his example in his words and 
actions, except for what has been proven to be his 
characteristics that are not permissible for others, and these 
are well-known and do not need to be explained..

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The second matter: The commandments of the Qur’an and 
alshamsnah for the sublimity of the relationship between 
Muslims and non-Muslims: 

In his relationship with non-Muslims, the Muslim follows the 
teachings and commandments of the Lord of the earth and 
the heavens, the one true Allah who neither begot nor was 
begotten, and who has no partner in dominion. In it, for all 
humanity in all parts of the world, there is a clear statement 
of the path of truth and guidance in how to deal in a refined 
manner between man and his fellow man without 
discrimination on the basis of gender, color, or creed.. 


The Muslim has no choice but to move forward, following and 
not innovating, with confident and solid steps in working with 
these commandments from the texts of the two revelations in 
his relationship with the non-Muslim, despite the thorns and 
obstacles on the road and the impediments to calling to Allah 
the Almighty from a group of the worst of creation and the 
allies of Satan from the descendants of Abu Jahl, who are in 
every age and Albalad. This is done without hesitation or fear, 
and with trust in the One in Whose hand are the causes and 
effects - Glory be to Him - and certainty in His victory and 
empowerment of the Muslims in the near future, if not today 
then tomorrow, and tomorrow is near, and this is done 
without tiring or boredom; because it is a clear and obvious 
path, until Allah decrees a matter that was to be done.. 


Examples of the Qur’anic commandments on dealing with 
non-Muslims in a refined manner: 
eAllah Almighty Says:

commandments on how a Muslim should deal with the 
People of the Covenant, the Jews and Christians. 


The Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
severely threatened those who violate the sanctity of their 
blood, saying, may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace:((Whoever kills a person under a covenant will not 
smell the fragrance of Paradise, even though its fragrance can 
be found from a distance of forty years.[*?]. 


We have mentioned some of these Qur’anic and Prophetic 
commandments in the third section of this study, “Islam and 
the Ideal Society,” in the context of our discussion of the 
rights of the People of the Book in the lands of Islam from the 
perspective of Sharia. We do not need to repeat it here, to 
avoid repetition, so let it be referred to.. 


Hence, we have the right to be proud of our Islam, our Qur’an, 
and our Prophet, who was sent to all people. We appreciate 
his great concern, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
in many of his hadiths and commandments for the rights of 
the People of the Book and those who follow their path, and 
the sublime treatment of them from the perspective of the 
moderation of Islam and freedom of belief, as we have 
previously explained its reality and conditions.. 


All of these are prophetic commandments that only come 
from a heart chosen by Allah to be a bearer of good tidings

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and a warner to the worlds, and to be a beacon and a path for 
those who act upon his words, to purify themselves from 
every reprehensible trait, and every hatred and rancor that 
afflicts the hearts of people, regardless of their beliefs, 
languages, and customs.. 


The third axis 
A statement that the teachings of Islam elevate man with his 
inner self 
It is known that the human soul, in its balance, rationality and 
faith at times, and in its agitation, disbelief and atheism at 
other times, does not deviate from two matters, and man has 
a choice between them, and is responsible for it and for its 
choice; because it is his soul that is within him. If he gives it 
free rein and deviates from the path, he has destroyed it, lost 
and failed, but if he tames it and restrains it, he has succeeded 
and won, and in this meaning the Almighty said::

(And by the soul and He who proportioned it*So he inspired

These two things are:: 

First: It needs energy to always renew its vitality and activity.: 
By energy we mean the ability to elevate the soul with what 
pleases Allah Almighty from the legitimate acts of obedience 
and worship, which arouse the soul’s lethargy, hesitation and 
negativity, and elevate it, and raise its ambition, and radiate 
and affect the limbs of its owner with positive and fruitful 
creative energy. It is known that faith increases and 
decreases; it increases with acts of obedience, and decreases 
with sins and calamities.. 
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Just as the sweetness of disobedience excites the soul for a 
while, and renews its vitality as long as its pleasure remains, 
then it is followed by regret, shame, and a guilty conscience, 
so too obedience increases the excitability of the soul towards 
elevation, advancement, loftiness of ambition, and a pleasure 
that is unmatched by any pleasure that Allah casts into the 
heart of the believer until his resolve weakens and his energy 
diminishes, but it is followed by contentment, tranquility, and 
comfort, and continuous attempts to rise, sublime, draw near, 
and be intimate with Allah Almighty.. 
Islam calls its followers to obedience and worship, and 
explains to them that this is the purpose of creation and 
existence, and it always announces this fact to them in many 
verses of the Qur’an and Alshamsnah of the Prophet. 
Allah Almighty said:

The reason for that, as is not 
hidden, is the lack of love for Allah and His Messenger, may 
Allah bless him and grant him peace, and they are the source 
of all creative energy in the hearts of believers. The evidence 
for that from the Qur’an and alshamsnabh is as follows::

As for the evidence from Alshamsnah, it is the hadith of 
Abdullah bin Hisham, may Allah be pleased with him, who 
said: We were with the Prophet, may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace, and he was holding the hand of Umar bin Al- 
Khattab. Umar said to him: O Messenger of Allah , you are 
dearer to me than everything except my own self. The 
Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said:((No, 
by the One in Whose Hand is my soul, until | am more beloved 
to you than your own self.” So Omar said to him: “Now, by 
Allah , you are more beloved to me than my own self.” So the 
Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him peace, 
said:((Now Omar))[*]. 

| said:The result of the above is that practical application and 
the elevation of the soul to reach the highest levels of 
spiritual elevation for it: its sign is that there is nothing more 
beloved to it than Allah and His Messenger, may Allah bless 
him and grant him peace, and this will not be made easy for it 
unless its owner sincerely intends for Him, the Most High, and 
with patience in the face of hardships and certainty and 
reliance on Him - Glory be to Him - he will see amazing 
wonders.. 


The second matter: He needs to know its nature and the ways 
to tame it, so that it will be on the path of elevation and 
advancement, and not deviate from it.:

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It is not hidden from those with understanding that the 
human soul in general is imprinted with nature, and with its 
mixing with people - including the good and the bad - and its 
enjoyment of worldly desires and other things: its nature 
changes according to the degree of its influence, and the 
extent of the defect that has afflicted it throughout the period 
of its rebellion and distance from Allah Almighty and its 
confrontation with Him with sins. In order to tame it so that it 
becomes upright and progresses, it is necessary to know the 
ways to treat the defect that has afflicted it, and that is the 
first step, and every person is most aware of the truth of his 
soul that is within him based on his words and actions in 
religion and in this world.. 


Then he begins to hold her accounAlma’ida for the mistake, 
correct the defect that has befallen her, and refine and correct 
her for the better. This is the second step, knowing that a 
person’s admission of guilt and negligence in the right of Allah 
Almighty and then in the right of himself in neglecting to take 
the necessary measures and the paths of success and 
salvation for his soul within him - is the correct beginning of 
his ability to tame it, and curb the reins of his soul, its 
rebellion and its agitation.[**]. 


Then he begins the third step in treating the defect, either by 
gradually treating it, or by determination and willpower all at 
once, according to the readiness of its owner and the strength 
of his faith, certainty, and trust in his Creator - may He be 
glorified and exalted - seeking the guidance of the Qur’an and 
Alshamsnah. Then he begins the fourth step, then the fifth, 
and so on, according to what its owner sees; until it is

Here we mention, as an example and not limited to, and to 
avoid prolonging the details, two of the basic rules from the 
Qur’an and the authentic alshamsnah, which there is no way 
to reform the soul except by acting upon them. A person 
should urge his inner self and train it to do so, in order to 
refine his ability to curb its excesses and its release to satisfy 
its pleasures and desires without accountability or 
punishment, until his ambition rises and he proceeds with it 
on the path of righteousness, which is his only path to 
salvation and success in this world and the hereafter. Success 
comes only from Allah, the All-Knowing, the All-Aware.. 


The first rule: Be careful not to praise her, so that you are not 
deceived by the mercy of Allah Almighty.: 
It is dangerous for a person to be deceived by people’s praise 
of him for a religious or worldly matter, let alone his own 
praise of himself in front of people, which includes hypocrisy 
and hateful affectation that may lead to the failure of the 
work. It is sufficient for him to know that Allah Almighty 
knows his secret and his public, and he should not be 
deceived by deceit concerning Allah , and Allah Almighty has 
forbidden that, saying:: 7 f a

(So do not claim yourselves to be pure. He is most knowing of 
who fears Him.) 


In Alshamsnah, there is a warning against that.: 

In the hadith of Yazid bin Abi Habib on the authority of 
Muhammad bin Amr bin Ata’, he said: | named my daughter 
Barra, and Zainab bint Abi Salama said to me: The Messenger 
of Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him peace, forbade 
this name, and I was named Barra, and the Messenger of 
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Allah , may Allah bless him and grant him peace, said:((Do not 
praise yourselves. Allah knows best who are the righteous 
among you. They said: What should we call it? He said:((Her 
name is Zainab[*°]. 

| said:If the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant him 
peace, forbade self-praise for a mere name that might lead to 
harm, then there is no doubt that a person’s self-praise for 
himself or for others for obedience, wealth, knowledge, 
lineage, ancestry, and the like is definite harm and destruction 
for the soul, and a cause of its rebellion and weakness, all the 
more so.Why? 


Because it may lead to arrogance, conceit, and self- 
importance. Satan may whisper to him that he has no need 
for any other obedience, since he has become one of the 
saints and nobles. He may also cast arrogance into his heart, 
so that he thinks that he is the most knowledgeable person on 
earth, and that he has no need to learn, since he has become 
one of the jurists. And so on, until self-praise destroys him, 
and he neglects the energy that his soul needs to renew its 
weakness and lethargy.. 
The second rule: Struggle to repel the devil’s tricks and his 
deception of her.: 
Satan must be fought and his deception of the soul must be 
done in all legitimate ways, because his enmity will never go 
away. Rather, he - may Allah curse him - justifies the 
obedience of the weak in faith to him in this world and their 
disobedience to Allah Almighty to their souls, as Allah 
Almighty said::

follows it with confidence and faith, and does not throw 
himself into destruction, but what we have mentioned is 
sufficient to explain our purpose in this discussion..

Rather, the Qur’an and the legislation it contains are a 
comprehensive and just divine system that elevates man to 
perfection in his relationship with his Lord, and then his 
relationship with people, and raises him to high horizons of 
advancement in his religion and his worldly life.. 
Hence, any shortcoming in applying Allah ’s law under the 
pretext that some of the provisions of the purified law are not 
suiAlma’ida for the age is absolute ignorance and blatant 
disbelief. The life of the Islamic nation cannot be straightened 
out and its power cannot be strengthened among the nations 
by abandoning its two sources of strength: the Qur’an and 
Alshamsnah, and following legislative sources made by 
humans and their whims, which change and alter in every age 
and Albalad; because on that day it will be a blind, lame 
nation with obscured sight and insight.
